___ e possibility that insta- 
bilities of the ice sheet of 
east Antarctica may cause 
future ice ages has been 
raised by two American 
glaciologists. Sudden 

changes in the Antarctic ice 
sheets have been thought to 
be responsible for worldwide 
glaciation, but until now 
most - attention has been 
concentrated, on the west 
Antarctic ice sheet, which is 
unstable because its base Bes 
well below sea level. 

Instability of the Antarctic 
ice sheets can affect - the 
Earth’s climate in two ways. 
If large tracts of ice break 
off, more sunlight wiQ be 
reflected directly back, and 
the melting ice will cool the 
southern oceans. Althou gh 
the east Antarctic ice shelf is 
largely grounded on land 
lying above sea level, it is 
much bigger than that of 
west Antarctica. Instability 

could be generated fay the 

accumulation of snow and ice 
bn its upper reaches, perhaps 
resulting in a sudden, surge 
of ice. 

Evidence for such a surge 
has been inferred from raised 
sea levels of about 8 metres 
in the Pacific 120,000 years 
ago-. 

Dr Gerald Schubert, from 
the University of California 
at Los Angeles, and Dr David 
Yuen, from Arizona State 
University, have now sug- 
gested how the east Antarctic 
ice sheet could surge. They 
say the ice’s normal slow 
deformation could accelerate 
dramatically if a significant 
portion of the ice sheet 


portion of the ice sheet 
exceeded* a critical thickness 
of about five kilometres. This 
is because the ice sheet is 
warmer at its base than at the 
surface, due to geothermal 
heating, and because ice 
deforms more, readily at 
warmer temperatures. ' 

The estimated critical 
thickness is close to foe 
measured maximum thick- 
ness of about four kilo- 
metres, suggesting that the 
ice sheet is close to the point 
where instability may occur. 
Once it becomes unstable and 
starts to slide rapidly, fric- 
tional heating could acceler- 
ate the surge. 

The thickening needed to 
reach instability must come 
from increased snowfall over 
the Antarctic, which could be 
produced . by variations a 
global warming by the Sun. 
The new model may, there- 
fore, provide a link between 
astronomical theories for die 
inception of ice ages based 
on calculations of the vari- 
ations of foe solar distance 
ami the inclination - of. .die 
Earth and the ice sheet surge 
theories, by using the former 
to initiate the latter. 

If correct, such a cata- 
strophic surge take no 

more than. 100 to 1,000 years.

Wrong statute for indecent behaviour 


Video recording evidence admitted 


Parkin v Norman 
Valentine v Lilley 
Before Lord justice Donaldson 
and Mr Justice McCullough 
(judgment delivered. March 10J 

Where allegations were made 
of indecent behaviour of a 
homosexual nature in public 
lavatories, charges under section 
5 of the Public Order Act 1936, as 
amended, would, more often t h an 
not, prove inappropriate. 

The- Divisional Court so ob- 
served, allowing Thomas Henry 
Parkin's appeal by case stated 
from Nottingham Crown -Court 
(Judge Ellis and two justices) 
who dismissed his appeal against 
conviction by Mansfield justices 
for an offence under section 5 of 
ibe Public Order Act 1936; and 
Robin James Valentine’s appeal 
by case stated against his 
conviction by Mansfield justices 
for a similar offence. 

Mr Adrian Fulford for Parkin; 
Mr Richard Payne for Valentine; 
and Mr Richard S. A. Benson for 
the prosecution. 

mr justice McCullough, 
reading the reserved judgment of 
the court, said that the cases 
raised questions involving the 
application of section 5 of the 
1936 Act where accusations were 
made of indecent behaviour of a 
homosexual nature in public 
lavatories. 

Section 5 provides: “Any 
person who m any public 
place . 1 - uses threatening, abus- 
ive or insulting words or 
behaviour . ■ ■ with intent to pro- 
voke a breach of the peace or 
whereby a breach of the peace is 
likely to be occasioned shall be 
guilty of an offence — ”. 

Each appellant was found to 
bare been nan (fling his penis in a 
way which clearly indicated that 
he wanted his behaviour to be 
seen by the only other person 
present at the annals in a public 
lavatory. In each case, unknown 
to the appellant, the other person 
was a police officer in plain 
clothes who, after a suitable 
interval, arrested him. 

Each was convicted and 
appealed by case stated. Each 
submitted that the behaviour was 
not insulting and that no breach 
of the peace was likely to be 
occasioned by it. 

Counsel for the appellant 
Parkin submitted that no one was 
insulted by the appellant’s 
conduct and that in any event an 
insult required an intention to 
insult which was absent in foe 
present case- 


Having regard to the tenor of 
the 1936 Act as a whole, 'their 
Lordships believed that no such 
intent need be proved, despite the 
words of Viscount tttlhorne in 
•Cozens v Brutus ([19731 AC 854, 
865G). 

What was required was con- 
duct of a threa t e n ing, abusive or 
insulting character which was 
likely in .the circumstances to 
occasion a breach of the peace. Tt 
did not matter whether atayone 
felt himself to have been 
threatened, abused or insulted. 

Insulting -behaviour did not 
lose its insulting character 
simply because no one who 
witnessed it was insulted, any 
more than it would lose. its ability 
to provoke a breach of the peace 
■ merely because no one who 
witnessed it broke the peace. 

The words of the statute were: 
“whereby a breach of- the peace 
is likely to be occasioned 1 * and 
not “liable to be occasioned”. 
That was a penal provision and 
the courts had to take care that 
the former expression was not 
treated as if it were the latter. 

The Act did nor make it 
criminal to 'use offensive or 
disgusting behaviour whereby a 
breach of the peace was likely to 
be occasioned. It required, in the 
present case, insulting behaviour. 

What then was an insult? 

An insult was perceived by 
someone who falx insulted. The 
word “insult” presupposed a 
subject and a human object. 

The appellant’s conduct was 
aimed at only one person who, be 
hoped, was a homosexual- He 
was not trying to . insult that 
person, and another homosexual 
would surely not ' have felt 
insulted. In fact the person at 
whom the conduct was aimed was 
a police officer who was there to 
catch anyone behaving in that 
way. It was unrealistic to say that 
he would have felt insulted. 

The person importuned! for 
that was what the appellant’s 
conduct amounted to, might very 
well have been an ordinary 
heterosexual using the lavatory 
for its proper purpose. On the 
basis that the appellant's conduct 
was tantamount to the statement: 
“I believe you, are, another 
homosexual”, which the average 
heterosexual would regard as 
insulting, the conduct could 
fairly' be regarded as potentially 


Neither the appellant nor the 
police officer was likely to break 
the peace and no third party was 
likely to have observed^ the 
appellant’s conduct. It was 
possible that someone might have 
seen and might have caused a 
breach of the peace, but no court 
could have been sure that that 
was likely. The court could only 
have convicted the appellant by 
treating the word " ’’likely” ' as 
“liable” and accordingly the 
conviction would be quashed. 

Of the questions posed in 
Valentine’s case stated, two 
involved questions canvassed 
above: namely, in. deciding 
whether behaviour was i ns ulti n g 
and whether a breach of -the 
peace was likely, it was proper to 
take into account the reactions, 
not only of the person to whom 
the behaviour was .addressed, but 
of others who might have 
observed it. 

In their Lordships’ judgment it 
was right to take that matter into 
account for the purpose . of 
deciding both questions. , 

The remaining question was 
whether a breach of the peace 
was restricted to acts of violence, 
the justices having found that 
there was a strong probability of 
a breach of the peace occurring 
by a disturbance or out oif 
violence. 

It was conceded by Mr Benson 


that the justices erred in 
rh in king that a mere disturbance 
not involving violence or a threat 
of violence could amount to a 
breach of the peace. The matter 
was put beyond doubt in R o 
Howell (Errol) (The Times, April 
14, 1981; [19811 3 WLR SOI) the 
report of which would not have 
been available ro the justices in 
the present case. The conviction 
would accordingly be quashed. 

Where the words of a statutory 
provision apdy described the 
conduct . complained of there 
could be no objection in law to 
framing a charge under that 
provision. But those cases 
-demonstrated the difficulties 
which could sometimes occur 
when behaviour was charged 
under a provision which was 
never designed to deal with it. 

Each charge depended upon its 
own facts, but if proper attention 
was paid, as it should be, to the 
word “ukehr” in the phrase 
“whereby a breach of the peace 
is likely to be occasioned,” 
section 5 of the Public Order Act

Kajala v Noble 

Before Lord Justice Ackner and 

Mr Justice Woolf 

(Judgment delivered March 10] 

The rule that- a party must 
produce the best evidence that 
foe nature of- foe case would 
allow and that any less- good 
evidence was to be excluded had 
gone by die board long ago and 
the only remaining instance of it 
was if an original document- was- 
available in foe hands of foe 
parties. The court was . not 
confined to foe best evidence but 
could admit all relevant evidence. 

The Divisional Court of the 
Queen’s Bench so held when 
refusing an appeal by Ranaesh 
Kajala who was convicted by 
Brentford justices of using 
threatening behaviour whereby a 
breach of the peace was likely to 
be occasioned, contrary to .

Derby City Council and Others 
v Secretary of State for foe 
Environment 
Before Mr Justice Forbes 
(Judgment delivered March 81 

The Secretary of Slate for foe 
Environment was entitled to 
require local authorities to have 
their accounts audited against 
their . wishes by an additional 
district auditor, and such action 
was not ultra wires and was not 
contrary to foe policy and 
objects of foe Local Government 
Act 1972. 

Mr Justice Forbes so held 
when dismissing Hrima by the 
Derby City Council, ana foe 
London Boroughs of Tower 
Hamlets and Newham that foe 
auditors they had appointed 
alone had the power to audit 
their accounts. The secretary of 
state -had indicated to them that 
he would require them to have 


their accounts audited by an 
additional district auditor.

MR JUSTICE FORBES said 
that foe applicants had suggested 
that the matter should be looked 
at in both its historical context, 
with local authorities bring 
organized into recognized geo- 
graphical districts each with a 
single identified district auditor, 
and by st a t u tory interp r et a tion. 

Under section 154 of the Local 
Government Act 1972 they had a 
choice of appointing a district 
auditor or an auditor in private 
practice approved by foe sec- 
retary of state. He was now in 
effect taking away the district 
auditor they had chosen and -was 
foisting on them foe type of 
auditor they had rejected. 

' However, under section 156 the 


secretary of state had the power 
to appoint such district auditors 
as he thought necessary. There 
was no warrant for assuming that 
anything in the 1972 Act required 
district auditors to be organized 
in geographical districts. 

As long as he did not act 
unreasonably, foe way in which 
the secretary of state organised 
the accounts to be audited was up 
to him. It followed that there was 
no reason why he should not 
take out a particular account 
from a geographical district «iH 
announce that he was going to 
appoint a specific district auaitor 
to audit that account as long as 
he thought it to be necessary. It 
followed that the secretary of 
state had not acted ultra vires. 

The second argument, based on 
die .decision in- Padfield v 
Minister of Agriculture, Fisheries 
and Food ([1968] AC 997) foat a

A new commnhity ' arts 
board with an annual budget

They are part of a compre- 
hensive. policy prepared by 
Mr Tony Banks, chairman of 
the GLC ares and recreation 
committee, and are contained 
in a policy paper now'.with 
members . of the Labour 
group. They will be discussed 
by the group later -this 
month. There may be detailed 
changes, "but foe main pro- 
posals ' are "lifkely to.' be 
accepted and become policy. 

In his paper, Mr Banks 
concludes: “For too long the 
GLCV ' provision ' of " arts 
funding has been without any 
relationship to London’s cul- 
tural problems.' We have been 
orthodox, " establishment- 
minded; conservative and 
unimaginative. We now have 
an opportunity to change fins 
in ’a radical and dramatic 
fashion-**" 

He believes tha^ arts fund- 
ing is far too low and hopes 
that in three years,' foe GLC 
will have doubled its arts 
spending in real terms. . 

Mr Banks emphasizes that 
the GLC should not have to 
fund the national centres 
such as the National Theatre, 
the English National Opera 
and .the Royal Opera House. 
“Such great centres should 
be wholly funded by the Arts 
Council and the fact that they 
are located in London is not a 
reason in itself' for' GLC 
support.” 

.The GLC should seek, to 
disengage' from direct fund-

It 
would advise on individual 
applications for help and 
make, policy proposals to' the 
committee. 

In the same way the Ethnic 
Minorities’ Arts Board would,

PLO visit

The Palestinian question is 
about to test the Vatican’s 
diplomatic, skills with the 
arrival here next week of Mr 
Farrouk Kaddouni, the head 
of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization’s political de- 
partment. It is understood 
that he will be received 
privately by the Pope. 

Arabs believe, and . the 
Israelis fear, that this private 
meeting will be the prelude 
to formal recognition of the 
PLO by the Vatican and a 
subsequent visit from Mr 
Yassir Arrafat, the PLO 
leader. 

Given the private nature of 
the occaion, the Vatican is 
making no comment, but 
formal relations with the 
FLO would follow the logic 
of the Vatican’s diplomacy, 
under the present Pope, 
which is publicly sympathetic 
to the Palestinian claims to a 
homeland. 

Vatican officials recently 
concluded a series of talks 
here with Jewish leaders on 
closer relations. The Palesti- 
nian issue was seen to be one 
of the most difficult ob- 
stacles- The Israelis will 
naturally take seriously any 
move which they regard as 
giving greater legitimacy to 
the PLO. 

The delicacy of the Vati- 
can’s position is shown by 
the fact that the meeting with 
the Jews brought a warning 
from Catholics and other 
Christians in J9rdan against 
a “victory for Zionism . 

Mr Kaddoumi’s visit, which 
begins on Tuesday, includes 
talks with members of the 
Italian Government on re- 
lations with the PLO.

On the first weekend of the 
1982 Bradford tourist sea- 
son, Ian Bradley 'reports on 
how visitors are being lured 
to the city of derelict ware- 
houses and disused railway 

cuttings. 

As factories and workshops 
go on short time or close, 
railway sidings rust and 
shops are boarded up, the 
industrial parts of Britain 
come more and more to 
resemble a derelict urban 
wasteland, the symbols of 
their former strength and 
prosperity standing like 
tombstones of a lost civiliza- 
tion. 

Seen From another point of 
view these areas provide an 
enormous potential museum 
of Britain’s industrial past. 
With industrial archeology 
and railway mania among the 
fastest growing national pas- 
times, can tourists not be 
lured to the dark satanic 
mills and derelict sidings of 
northern towns where once 
the only thought was of 
escape to the warm south? 

This idea of reversing the 
normal flow of tourist traffic 
within Britain is being taken 
up by a number of northern 
industrial cities. None has 
seized it with quite such 
enthusiasm as the metropoli- 
tan district of Bradford 
which is budding a success- 
ful tourist industry on the 
basis of its mills, old railway 
lines and other relics of the 
days when it was Worsted o- 
poiis, the woollen textile 
capital of the world. 

Bradford suffers from 
what the advertising men 
would call a severe image 
problem when it comes to 
promoting its charms as a 
tourist resort. It has the 
unenviable distinction for 
example, of having the least 
visited cathedral in the 
British Isles. 

There is an understandably 
defensive air about the bro- 
chure which the city council 
puts out to encourage visi- 
tors. The title on its front 
cover reads ' “Bradford 
Metropolitan District — a 
surprising place”. 

In fact the business of 
promoting tourism has been 
taken very seriously by the 
city fathers. It is undertaken 
by the council’s economic 
development unit (whose 
motto is “the myth 
breakers") which two years 
ago appointed a full-time 
tourism officer, Maria Glot- 
Last year she received more 
than 8,000 inquiries about the

of Bradford's tourist pro- 
gramme. 

This weekend sees the 
start of the 1982 season and 
the first of a series of 
weekends based- on West 
Yorkshire’s extensive steam 
railway network. A group of 
enthusiasts will be exploring 
the delights of the Middleton 
colliery railway, the first in 
the world to have a steam 
powered locomotive (in 1832), 
which is now run by enthusi- 
asts to carry scrap metal 
from the mam line to local 
firms as well as for passen- 
ger trips. 

Also included in the week- 
end tour are visits to two of 
the country’s best known 
preserved railways, the 
Worth Valley between Keigh- 
ley and Oxenhope, and the 
Yorkshire Dales, and to the 
National Railway Museum in 
York.

Sir Titus Salt, 
to house the workers in his 
enormous Worsted mill which 
still dominates the Aire 
valley. There is also a tour of 
Bradford’s wool warehouses.

' Dragging my two bags, 
which already seemed much 
heavier than I bad intended, I 
staggered up a hill to the 
Hotel Aurora.

Beneath an impres- 
sively modern sign rising the 
full three’ stories of the 
b uilding , the hotel entrance 
was like the door to a broom 
cupboard. _ . . . 

f was- .shown a room so 
utterly mean and miserable 
that I almost despaired; an. 
eight foot square box of 
painted cement with no 
external window, only a row 
of-louvred panes plump with 
dust looking * on to the 
corridor; ' narrow mattress 
torn at one end, covered only 
with ' sheets' too short and 
thin enough to see through;

It was large — two, 
inches long at least — and 
probably quite elderly, since 
it was very slow to _ lurch out 
of sight. I found it nausea- 
ting and had some difficulty 
forcing myself to lie down,, 
yet at die same time I knew 
that only a few years ago I 
would, scarcely have noticed 


the beast; indeed I used to 
defend cockroaches against 
their loathsome reputation, 
for I could never discover the 
harm they did. 

The purpose of tins cata- 
logue of* 1 woes is not to solicit 
pity but to demonstrate how 
readily tolerance is distorted 
by habit. Now as I write, 48 
hours later, I find my room 
quite, spacious. The hotel ' 
seems clean and friendly. I 
appreciate die ' fan in my 
room for its modern, silent 
three-speed action, because I 
now recall vividly the rusty, 
wheezing motors I knew at 
other times. I admire 
especially the tiled and pol- 
ished floors, more level and 
hygienic than any other 
surfaces I have seen in 
Manaus so far.

The life in the streets is 
immensely invigorating.

I have already re- 
covered one of the great 
pleasures of life, forgotten 
For some time: the release 
from for ever wanting to 
have something or do some- 
thing.

So on Monday the organi- 
zation sub-committee of the 
National Executive - Com- 
mittee considered afresh his 
position as prospective parlia- 
mentary candidate for . Brad- 
ford North, a. role to which 
he has been elected in 
preference to the..- sitting 
right-wing MP, Mr Ben Ford, 
by the local constituency 
party — or rather by its 
general ’ management ’ com- 
mittee — but in which he has 
not yet been confirmed by 
the NEC.' 

The ’ organization sub- 
committee recqnzmeded that 
the local selection procedure 
should be conducted again. 
But it took this derision not 
because of Mr Wall’s speech 
but because the ' matter had 
already been referred back to 
it by the NEC on account of 
technical irregularities in the 
first selection. 

There is no confidence, 
however, in the mainstream 
of the party — ranging from 
the right- to the traditional or 
Tribune left — that Mr Wall 
will now be unseated by the 
party in Bradford. It will be 
the same general manager 
ment committtee that takes 
the derision. Indeed, if the 
NEC later this month simply 
acts on the recommendation 
and just requires the Bradr 
ford constituency to go. 
through its paces again it 
may even strengthen Mr 
Wafl’s position. 

If he is confirmed as the 
constituency party’s choice 
in a selection procedure with 
no irregularities this time, 
would it not be all the harder 
later to reject hin* on 
account of the speech? Might 
the NEC hot be implying that 
. he would be acceptable so 
long as the local selection 
procedure -is regular? 

Nor has the parliamentary 
leadership been as forthright 
as it might have been. - Mr 
Foot has indeed reaffirmed 
- the party’s attachment to 
parliamentary democracy. 
But at the meeting of the 
Parliamentary Labour Party 
on Thursday ey erring Mr 
Jeffrey Booker, a member of 
the traditional left, com- 
plained that this was not 
enough. The Shadow Cabinet 
should have declared roundly 
that the Labour Party sup- 
ports the constitutional 
monarchy and that a. Labour 
government would not insti- 
tute any constitutional 
changes through, the process 
of enabling legislation which 
would not afford an adequate 
opportunity for parliamen- - 
tary scrutiny. 


What then, happened? Why 
should the - NEC not foDow 
the line of Mr Hattersley, 
who said on television' on 
Sunday that Mr Wall was not 
a legitimate candidate for the 
Labour Party to endorse? Or 
of .Mr Shore, who has said 
that it was clearly folly for 
the NEC. to. endorse any new 
candidates from the Militant 
Tendency while it was itself 
under inquiry? Does rhe 
leadership not appreciate the. 
extent to which people like 
Mr Wall undermine the 
credibility of the party in-the 
eves of the electorate? Or 


does it hope that all; the fuss 
will just blow over? 

The. answer is- that a 
deliberate waiting game is 
being played. The iqea is -to 
postpone the main battle on 
Mr Wall and other Militants 
until after the report has 
been received from the 
official party inquiry into the

Militant Tendency, and good 
care will be taken to see that 
this report is not available 
until after the local elections 
in May. ' 

There is . a great deal of 
concern -not to rock the boat 
more than- is absolutely 
.necessary before then.. But 
once those elections are over 
it would be a good, moment 
for the NEC to act upon the 
basis of a report concluding 
that the Tendency was infrin- 
ging Clause Two of the 
Labour constitution by acting 
in effect as a party within the 
party and possibly that there 
had also been ^ . financial 
irregularities affecting Mili- 
tant. 

. That is the theory. - But tits 
application in • practice - will 
depend oil a number of 
assumptions proving correct. 
The first is that the. report 
itself will -be forthright in 
condemning- -Militant. Confi- 
dence is now growing within 
the party that it mil be. But 
the critical question then' will 
fale what the NEC will do 
about it. - Will Mr Foot 


provide. a strong lead? And is 
the balance of power on the 
NEC stiU,such as to give him 
the controlling power when 
he cares to. exerase it? 

The- record of this yearns 
NEC has been disappointing 
up to now. At the end of the 
' Brighton conference in Oc- 
tober there was a good deal ■ 
of. confidence-' on the right 
and in the centre of the party 
that the balance on the new 
NEC had been decisively 
shifted away from the left an 
the critical issues. This was 
. based on the belief that Mr 
Foot would throw his weight 
against the left for the sake 
of order and stability, and 
that the traditional or moder? 
ate left would go with him on 
the major questions. 

It has worked like that . 
only occasionally, such as in 
the rejection • of Mr Peter 
Tatchell as the candidate for 
Bermondsey. More often Mr 
Foot has preferred to pursue 
.the holy graii of parry unity: . 
This . has meant bestowing - 
tolerance on those ■ who -are 
not prepared to return it. 
Partly because of his recol- 
lection of his own days as .a 
party rebel, he has frequently 
expressed his abhorrence of 
witch hunts. His most ea; 
dealing qualities as a man 
have been the very ones 
which have undermined his., 
performance as - leader in 
these harsh conditions. 

Some on the right put their 
trust’ in his weakness. They 
believe he is a man who can 
be leaned upon. The trouble 
is that a man who can be 
leaned upon from one direc- 
tion can also be leaned upon 
from another. Might Mir Foot 
be persuaded that if he did 
anything more terrible to the 
Militant Tedency than wring 
his hands he would thereby 
be sacrificing the spirit of 
Bishop’s Stortford? 

The uncomfortable truth is 
that it would be impossible 
for him or for any other 
leader to' keep everybody in 
the party happy ana to give 
the electorate the assurance 
it will -want that Labour is 
not becoming increasingly' in 
thrall to the hard left. 

The reason for the growing 
confidence in- the party 
mainstream — including a 
number of the traditional left : 
— that the NEC will take 
action against; Militant is that , 
it is believed that , the press- 
ure from the electorate will 
soon become intense. It is for 
reasons of electoral survival ' ' 
as well as principle that , a 
good many MPs are eager for 
the condemnation of Mr Wall ■ 
and others, like him. 

To condemn Militant is' one 
thing: to find the means of 
taking effective action'; , 
against all those who are of 
the Tendency, will be .more'. . 
difficult. But the whole., 
strategy of the waiting game, 
depends on the assumption 
that delay does not matter 
because, when the moment- •' 
comes to act, it .‘.will be. » 
possible to .do the job • 
thoroughly. ... 


Why Mayor Koch should run and run 


than 10 per cent have 
rebooked for one of this 
year’s weekends. It is not 
difficult to see the attraction. 
Going round Salt’s enormous 
mill, which is still working, is 
to step back into conditions 
which most southerners only 
know about from books and 
television programmes about 
the Industrial Revolution. 

The noise of the spinning 
and weaving machines is 
deafening, the stench of the 
dyeing vats overpowering. 
The machinery is still essen- 
tially the same as that found 
in Bradford’s industrial 
museum and much of it is 
operated, as it always has 
been, by women. 

It would be hard to find a; 
more powerful expression of! 
the two nations theme than: 
the vision of well-heeled pen 
pushers from _ the stock- 
broker belt coming up north 
to watch the manual working 
classes and inspect the monu- 
ments to their toil. Yet 
Bradfordians show no sense 
of envy or discomfiture 
about their new status as 
quaint relics of a vanishing 
industrial civilization. Rather 
they display to their visitors 
an intense pride in their past 
and present achievements 
and regale them with the 
straightforward, practical 
philosophizing which has 
always been part of the 
Yorkshire character. 

If they are to go the way of 
the Greeks and Portuguese, 
they will do so with dignity, 
with a proper Pennine pride 
and with a good deal of 
honest West Riding grit.

Steaming ahead on the Worth Valley fine 


Sitting under a Matisse in 
his office at Grade Mansion, 
and lounging not unlike the 
odalisque in the painting, 
Edward Irving Koch, the 6fi 
lin Jewish Mayor of New 
York, tells a favourite story. 
“I was in a pensioners’ home 
in the Bronx and I was 
addressing nearly 200 elderly 
men and women. 'Ladies and 
gentlemen’, I said. 'I know 
crime is on your mind and I 
want to tell you that a judge 
was mugged this week 
. . . and do you know what he 
did, ladies and gentlemen? 
He called a press conference 
and said to reporters: This 
mugging of me will in no way 
affect my judgment ana 
decisions in matters of this 
kind.’ At which point one of 
! those old grandmas you 
always get at the back of the 
hall stood up and said — 
‘then mug him again’.” 

That story always gets a 
few laughs and “Hizzoner” 
the Mayor is fond of jokes, 
well satisfied that he is 
known, variously, as “Mayor 
Culpa”, “Maya toll ah” and 
“New York’s nut uncle”. He 
regularly refers to his critics 
as “dummies” and once 
called Billy Carter a 
“whacko”. 

His answers to reporters’ 
questions frequently run 
only to one word; “baloney” 
or “bullshit”. Koch is well 
aware of the impact of .such 
slogans and he appreciates 
the value, in television-domi- 
nated milieu, of the quick 
quip, the witty aside that 
makes an ideal 30-second 
television slot. Many of the 
best quotes about him are his 
own, such as “People like me 
because I shoot from the 
lip”. 

. That popularity has con- 
itinued long enough for it to 
be now' considered an inter- 
esting phenomenon because 

it means that although Koch 
often seems to- shoot his 
mouth off casually he is 
nevertheless expressing what 
a good many Americans feel 
inside. The simple one-liners 
are not as simple as they 
sound' and are in fact this 
politician’s way of communi- 
cating direct- with the public 
without the 'intervening and 
possibly distortng medium of 
a reporter or • television 
interviewer. 

As tecentiy as last year he 
said that bis vow at the 
Wailing -Wall in Jerusalem 
was “binding”. More re- 
cently he was re-elected 


Mayor of New York having 
been endorsed by both Demo- 
cratic and Republican 
parties. The second is the 
more crucial fact. _ 

Koch’s own political views 
are changing and what we 


most part (and like many 
people) a bundle of moods 
and views that .were once 
contradictory (like' being a 
liberal and being for capital 

S iunishment) but now no 
onger appear so. He is no 
ideologue, has an abhorrence 
of them, and senses, much in 
the way of the SDP in 
Britain, that for the time 
being people do not want 
ideologies of any kind thrust 
at them. 

He knows that if he can tap 
the mood of the state, as he 
has undoubtedly tapped the 


mood of the city, there will 
be no stopping him. Nobody 
has mentioned the White ■ 
House . yet — but' Koch 
himself, when announcing 
that he. would run for 
Governor last week, refused - 
to rule out higher office such 
as the Vice-Presidency (and 
who, deep down, wants that 
when he can have the 
other?). 

Important as it is to 
understand his style and 
what it means, it would mean 
nothing without some 
achievements, however con- 
troversial. So what are they? 

When Koch took over New 
York, on January 1, 1978 the 
city was virtually bankrupt 
ana facing, as you may 
remember, an annual deficit 
put at somewhere between 
7S0.000 and 2,000m dollars. 
Daring the previous years, 
middle-class taxpayers had 
flown the city in droves and 
taken 600,000 jobs with them, 
more than the population of 
Buffalo, the state's second 
largest city. Nineteen major 
companies, like Singer and 
American Airlines, had gone. 
The city’s securities could 
not be sold to raise money 
since investment analysts 
rated them officially as 
"junk bonds”. 

Within three weeks of - 
taking over, the new Mayor 
presented to the Treasury in 



mg tiie budget by “fiscal 
’S3”, i.e., the year beginning 
July 3, 3982. President Carter 
was impressed, granted the

co-operation Koch sought 
and gave New York the 
2,000m dollar loan- guarantees 
needed to. get the city. going 
again. 

By last year,- 12 months 
■ ahead of schedule, - New 
York’s books were, indeed 
balanced, and with a surplus 
of 200m dollars. Koch did 
this by limiting the increase 
in city spending to less than 
4 per cent a year, .compared 
with 11. per cent by thej 
Federal government, and by 
eliminating thousands of city 
jobs. He did ; ir too by 
encouraging businesses to 
come back' to New York 
through ta* Cuts and an 
increase m the -budget of the 
Office for Economic Develop- 
ment, which . looks ‘ after 
services to industry. 

. As a result, 110,000. new 
jobs have been. created in the 
city in the past 18 months, 

S pare office;, .capacity has 
eclined from 15 per cent in 
1976 to 3 per cent now, retail 
sales have surged' by 16 per 
cent and last year the city 
security bonds regained their . 
credit rating as a good 
investment. 

But ■— there is, always, a but 
— - the way this turn-around 
has been achieved has 


brought Koch some vocifer- 
ous critics. The 75,000 city 
jobs saved, for instance, have 
involved ratting the police 
force by a massive 20 per 
cent, .19,000 teachers have 
gone, along with 2,000 of the 
city’s 2*500 road , sweepers. 
Consequently, many of the 
city services have, in the 
' words of a City bank econom- 
ist^ "been- brought- to the 
point of breakdown.” - 

Crime worries . . almost 
everyone; Robberies are at an 
all-time high, although the 
Mayor is never slow to point 
out. that New York is only 
•-(only?) ninth nationally in 
crime statistics, and is not 
even No . 1 in rape and 
-murder. The subway system 
(not directly the Mayor’s 
responsibility) is a dis- 
grace — old,_ -inefficient and. 
unsafe. This has provoked a ; 
vicious circle: numbers rid- 
ing- the subway. are decreas- 
ing and this has forced foe. 
system into an annual deficit 
in excess of 100,000 dollars. 
The tunnel under Park 
Avenue has just been de- 
clared in danger of collapse 
by some engineers and the 
city's water system leaks 100 
million gallons of water 
every day. 

In this year’s budget. Koch 
has decided that the city can 
afford 1,000, .more policemen, 
1,000 more teachers and 400 
more school guards. Fine, 
say bis critics but they see 
this only as proof of their 
argument. Koch got rid of 
foe policemen and teachers 
in foe first place— and. why 
do the schools need those 
g uards ? ' 

There is a strong faction 
which contends that Koch's 
policies have for foe most 
part benefitted the white 
middle-class in the city, at 
the expense o£_ blacks and 
Hispamcs. The improve men r 
, in conditions for businesses 
has helped whites, the notice- 
able deterioration in services 
has adversely affected min- 
orities. 

It is fair to say that Koch is 
a _ shade . ambivalent about', 
this. On the . one hand he 
points out that he has 
appointed . a higher _ pro- 
portion of . blacks to top 
administrative jobs than any 
of -foe three mayors who 
preceded him. Oil. the other 
hand, the ' ’ Hispanics 
especially allege he is against 
affirmative ..actios pro- 
grammes, so much so that he • 
cannot go into some areas 


without bodyguards. 

. The Mayor, for his part, 
does not deny he is a friend 
to the middle classes. * I 
want the middle-class to 
know they have a friend in 
city hall, that when people 
mocked them in the Sixties, 
they were- wrong. The'-' 
middle-class was ’ right. 
Honesty, Industriousness, all 
of it”. 

If Koch deserves a lot of 
the credit for- making New 
York a richer, but dirtier, 
noisier, less-safe city, he' is J 
also. the. first to acknowledge 
the luck, both gbdd and bad. . 
which he has been saddled 
with. For example, inflatfon- 
sensitive sales, income and 
business taxes have gone up 
50. per. cent in his term, 
adding 1,000m dollars annu- 
ally to the city coffers. 

On the other band. New 
York has a financial burded. ‘ 
which Koch thinks wrong. . - ^ 
The sludge -factory is one: '• 
Federal regulations insist - 
that the city processes waste" * 
sludge and must not dump it 
at sea, which Koch thinks is 
just as safe and would save" 
35m _ dollars . a year. The 
Medicaid system is another: 
New York is the only -city to 
contribute 25 per cent of its 
Budget itself — most other 
places pay. less than 10 per " ; 
cent, (but changes are afoot’ • 
there). 

These are perhaps . the 
usual things a politician has - 
to. juggle with, and Koch’s - 
record, when you examine it. 


would probably not set him - 
apart from - any other suc- 
cessful politician. That is 
why we must turn back.to his 
style. 

In many ways he is .a real •’ 
man of the people. No one 
would call him good-looking 
or glamorous— -he .waits- in- 
the queue at cinemas, . does < 
not expect any special treat- 
ment. 

Koch calls himself a "lib- 
eral with sanity”. Others say 
he is now a neo-cons e rvati v e 
or a crypto-Republican. The " 
best description is probably 
“ring Kristol’s, who said ' 
Koch is a Democrat “mu gg ed » 
by reality.” ~ ’ t 

As Koch, knows only too 
well, there’s a lot of mugging 
about. lot an era of diminish-, ■ 
mg expectations, . Mayor 
Koch has correctly calculated - 
that in- politics : reality is a » 
better weapon than optimism/ >

they will not come clean they are 
offering a dishonest prospectus.

As Louis XIV is supposed to 
have said “L’etat. e’est moi”, 
so Pope Pius IX is alleged to 
have said “Lo tradizfone son’ 
io”. Despotic, centralized 
authority in a church, as in a 
-state, has large, superficial 
advantages. It makes for 
quick decisions and -.flexible 
switches of . policy to- meet 
new circumstances.- It- gives 
the impression, of simplicity, 

clarity and decisiveness. But 
it has its drawbacks as well 
as its advantages. 

The mistakes of the head 
of a despotically- structured 
society are - -much . more 
dangerous than those of a 
society where authority is 
Jess concentrated. Hitler’s 
decision to invade Russia was 
utterly disastrous for the 
German state. 

The mistakes made by 
popes at the turn of the 
seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries about missionary 
policy in China and at the 
turn of the nineteenth- and 
twentieth centuries about the 
impact of biblical criticism 
'cost their church dear. 
Again, when its head is 
incapacitated for any reason 
the whole of a centralized, 
monarchical society is affec- 
ted. The whole English state 
suffered from the incapacity 
of Henry VI. The whole 
Western church was damaged 
by the papal schism between 
1378 and 1414. 

An alternative type of 
! distributing authority in 
! church was given _ promi- 
j neoce by the publication last 
; year of a pamphlet called 
Authority in ' the Anglican 
Communion , consisting - of 
! four documents resulting 
from the Anglican primates’ 
meeting in Washington DC 


last April. The effect of the 
pamphlet is to emphasize and 
co mm end the idea of “dis- 
persed authority”. 

That means an arrange- 
ment whereby authority in a 

church is not concentrated in 
one man, such as a pope, or 
in one body, such as a bench 
of bishops, or in a con- 
ference for council which i 
can in certain circumstances 
pronounce with full and final 
authority. 

.It is instead distributed 
among a number of groups, 
such as bishops, theological 
experts, synods, among 
bodies representing laity and 
other clergy, some local, 
some provincial, some 
national, in such a way that 
for important decisions most 
of those gronps must unite in 
a consensus. It entails ensur- 
ing that ordinary, pious 
Christians must have a part 
in determining the policy, the 
doctrine and the life of his 
(or her) church, and that 
criticism of any policy or 
proposal is allowed full play. 
It does - not place final 
authority in the hands of any 
one individual or group. 

At first sight this looks 
like a recipe for chaos. It 
obviously could mean, if 
things went wrong, a medley 
of brawling groups each 
determined to obstruct a 
consensus. And at times 
political societies where auth- 
ority is dispersed have looked 
like this, as in some phases 
of the history of Holland or 
of the United States. 

But this has not, in fact, 
been the result in that loose 
federation of religious bodies 
called the Anglican Com- 
munion, where the actuality 
of “dispersed authority’ pre- 


vails. Though as a federation 
it has not been in existence 
for as long as a century and a 
half, it has managed to take 
some decisions and to formu- 
late some policy, on such 
subjects as diverse as the use 
of contraceptives and the 
ordination or women and the 
acceptance of biblical criti- 
cism. 

Perhaps in times such as 
ours, when some sort of 
democracy is given at least 
lip-service almost anywhere, 
when the boundaries or 
knowledge are being con- 
stantly extended, and when 
the usefulness of criticism by 
an informed opposition is 
widely taken for granted as 
part of the process of 
decision-making, the system 
of “dispersed authority” has 
something to be said for it- 

Churches, of course, can 
appeal more readily to mo- 
tives for consensus than can 
most other societies, whether 
by invoking, the requirements 
of Christian fellowship or by 
appealing to the existence in 
every soul of the Holy Spirit. 

The severest test for any* 
system of ecclesiastical auth- 
ority is presented by the 
attempt to determine the 
limits of doctrinal orthodoxy. 
Here Anglican “dispersed 
authority” is probably weak- 
est, most vulnerable.

has been content to re&sttr 
fo rmal disagreement with tne 
heterodox views of the indi- 
vidual bishop and to take no 
farther action. Bishops, ot 
course,' are prominent people, 
unlikely to be propagators of 
heresy- But academics who 
are also in priests orders 
present a different problem, 
one more likely to occur and 
less easy to deal with. The 
freedom of academic theo- 
logians to say exactly what 
their consciences prompt 
them as academics must be 
preserved at all costs. 

The days when bishops or 
synods could interfere with 
academic liberty are past and 
not to be regretted. But the 
question can legitimately be 
raised whether Anglican 
academics in priests’ orders 
whose views are apparently 
heterodox in the extreme 
should be asked to cease 
acting as priests. 

In present circumstances 

in the Church of England 
that is probably impracti- 
cable. because any attempt to 
enforce authority in that way 
would ultimately resolve it- 
self into a most undesirable 
affair of ecclesiastical law- 
yers arguing against each 
other on fine points of law. 

What is needed is machin- 
ery whereby such issues as 
these can be debated openly 
and charitably on a theologi- 
cal and pastoral level. No 
such machinery exists in the 
Church of England nor, 
probably 7 in the Anglican 
communion, though it does 
in other denominations. 
Perhaps the Anglican Pri- 
mates might begin thinkin g 
about that.

Salmon to 
leap into 
daily diet

Within the next few years 
Scottish salmon will become pan 
of our everyday diet. That is the 
confident prediction of the newly 
formed Scottish Salmon Pro- 
ducers’ Association - which ex- i 
peers sales to reach four times 
their present level in the next 
four years. 

1b the immediate future the 
Association hopes to see salmon 
retailed at about £1 a portion. 
Already, it says, it is comparable . 
in price to a good cut of beef. | 
■This prediction is made in the j 
knowledge of the success of the 
new salmon farms off the west I 
coast of Scotland, encouraged ; 
and partly financed by the 
Highlands and Islands Develop- ' 
meat Board. 

Present annual sales of artifici- 
ally reared salmon are worth 
£3^00,000. and half of those 
1,000 tonnes go for smoking. 

The association's aim is to 
replace much of the 7.000 tonnes 
of tinned and frozen salmon 
imported from the United Stales, 
Canada. Norway, the Faroes and 
Eastern Europe with home-pro- 
duced goods. 

Among the more important 
outlets are expected to be the wet 
fish counters which are being 
opened in an increasing number 
of supermarkets. They will, it is 
hoped, introduce fresh salmon to 
many people who have never 
bought it before.

Mr Harry Graham. Carter 
OBE, the most distinguished 
contemporary writer on typo- 
graphy. died on March 10, 
aged #0. 

He was bom at Croydon on 
March 27, 1901, the son of 
Henry and Sarah Addison 
Carter. He was brought up in 
comfortable though not 
affluent circumstances: his 
father’s fluent Spanish and 
skilled wood-working may 
have stimulated the son’s 
dual interest in languages 
ynd handicrafts. He was 
educated' at Bedaies and 
Queen’s College, Oxford, and 
subsequently read for the 
Bar at Lincoln’s Inn. 

He lived in Doughty Street, 
where it is probable that his 
interest in printing, began: he 
took George Friend’s classes 
in engraving at the Central 
School of Art and Design, 
from which stemmed- his life- 
long interest in punch-cut- 
ting, as the seminal process 
of the design of printed 
letters. This also brought him 
in touch with Stanley Mori- 
son, Oliver Simon and other 
figures of the typographic 
renaissance of the 1920s. 

In 1928-29 he became, as he 
put it, a 'learner” at the 
Monotype Corporation, and 
was already at. work on the 
translation ' of Fournier’s 
ManueL, the .classic French 
work on type-founding which 
was published in 1930 by 
Oliver Simon’s Soncino 
Press. Friendship with his 
brother Herbert Simon led to 
work at the Kynoch Press, 
which gave him wide experi- 
ence of commercial printing, 
and (with Simon) to tbe 
writing of Printing Explained 
(Dryad, 1931), one of the best 
and clearest manuals of any 
craft ever written. In 1937-38 
be was production manager 
at the Nonesuch Press; “my 
understudy”, as _ Francis 
Meynell called him, “is 
sometimes indeed my over- 
study”. 

During the war he was a 
postal censor in Palestine, 
where he found time also to 


engrave the punches for a 
Hebrew type; his gift for 
languages led him to “consu- 
lar service” in Rumania and 
Egypt- In 1946 Francis Mey- 
nell summoned him again to 
become head of the typo- 
graphic design and layout 
section at HM Stationery 
Office. His gift for clear 
thinking and design left a 
strong mark on government 
printing, for which he was 
made OBE in 1951. 

In 1954 be became Archi- 
vist of the Oxford University 
Press, a . post . which made 
equal demands on his know- 
ledge of punch-cutting, print- 
ing and languages. It was a 
happy appointment, from 
which he retired only two 
years ago; its main fruit was 
the great folio John Fell by 
Stanley Morison, to which 
Carter made large contri- 
bution, and his own History 
of the Oxford Vniversitu 
Press (1975). 

Carter’s style, like his 
mind, was characterized by 
profound understanding 
expressed with simple clarity. 
This was nowhere better, 
typified than in his 1968 Lyell 
Lectures, published as A 
View of Early Typography , 
whose importance has st£Q to 
be fully appreciated. His type 
designs, the Hebrew, a Rus- 
sian BaskerviUe for Mono- 
type and the small Bible type 
for the Oxford Univeniy 
Press had the same charac- 
ter. 

It also came out in. his life; 
Francis Meynell noted his 
passion for “safling, and for 
Mr Carter whose fortune is 
his thoroughness that would 
mean designing his boat and 
rigging”. He was not forth- 
coming, but by those who 
knew him he was. loved as 
well as admired. He disliked 
praise except to be told, what 
he knew to be true, that he 
had led people to look more 
closely at type and write 
more accurately about it 

He mar ried in 1934 EUa 
Mary Garratt, who died in 
1977; they had two sons.

He was a re- 
search student of his college 
and also of the Goldsmiths’ 
and Salters’ Company and 
was a . Ramsay Memorial 
fellow. 

• He studied physical chem- 
istry at Cambridge under Sir 
Eric Rideai ana in Berlin 
under Professor Fritz Haber. 

He was for . many years a 
fellow of his old college 
which in 1957 made him an 
hon ary fellow. 


He spent most of tbe 1930s 
at Cambridge as, first, assist- 
ant tutor and then tutor at 
Trinity Hall and as a depart- 
mental demonstrator in the 
university’s Department of 
Colloid Science. He was 
commissioned in the Army in 
1940 and went to France; by 
1945 he was a brigadier. He 
was made MBE in .1942 and 
advenced to OBE in 1944s in 
which year he was appointed 
Director of Special Weapons 
and Vehicles, War Office. 

From 1946 to 1951 he was 
Scientific adviser to the 
Army Council. In 1951 he 
went to tbe Ministry of 
Supply as Principal Director 
of Scientific Research (De- 
fence) and two years later 
was made the Ministry’s 
Chief Scientist. He was 
appointed KBE in 1955. 
Wansbrough-Jones - was 
executive vice-chairman of 
Albright and Wilson. Ltd, 
from 1965 to 1967, becoming 
chairman in 1967. He was a 
former treasurer of the 
Faraday Society, and past 
Prime Warden of the Gold- 
smiths* Company. In 1973 the 
Fishmongers’ Company - made 
him an honorary freeman. He 
was unmarried. 


VISCOUNT BLAKENHAM 


Mr William Whitelaw writes: 

No factual account of John 
Blakenham’s distinguished 
career as a Cabinet Minister, 
as a leader in charity work, 
or in gardening — his great 
recreation — can do justice 
to the man himself. 

Perhaps the reason for this 
is that he was a modest and 
unassuming man. These 
endearing qualities were fur- 
ther reinforced by an intense 
dislike of public spealdng — 
strange for one so successful 
in politics. 

1 learnt the real truth 
behind his achievements 
when I became his Junior 
Minister at the Ministry of 
Labour in 1962. .He was 
masterly in dealing . with 
people. Frequently I saw him 
persuade opponents not only 
to accept his point of view, 
but actually to . go away 
believing that they, had con- 
verted him to their ideas. He 
achieved this because he had 


a rare appreciation of person- 
alities, and an amazing fund: 
of unbiased sympathy . and 
understanding. 

As a result of these 
qualities he earned wide- 
spread affection and trust 
from all those with whom he 
dealt in the difficult field of - 
industrial relations — a 
considerable feat for any 
Minister. He was at his 
bappiest at the Ministry of 
Labour and also, I believe, at 
his most successful there. 

My wife and I enjoyed the 
privilege of a lasting friend- 
ship with John and Nancy ; 
Blakenham which gave us 
much happiness: Visits to- 
Cottage Farm or to their-yiUa 
at Cannes with the beautiful . 
gardens John made at both . 
were always a real joy. Many 1 
of bis friends will have such ( 
happy memories of a Idnd,- 
generous host who combined 
these qualities with a great', 
success in life and a great 
contribution to his country. . 


BISHOP GRESFORD JONES 




GRD writes: 

I should be glad if I might 
add to your generous obitu- 
ary of Bishop Michael Gres- 
ford Jones a .note on his 
work as chairman of tbe 
Church of England Moral 
Welfare Council. 

It was then at the zenith of 
its . activity* served by three 
outstanding characters, Ena 
Steel, Eve Kennedy and D. 
Sherwin Bailey. Between. 
Michael and them there was 
uberrima fides, perfect trust, 
necessary for their cour- 
ageous and difficult enterp- 
rise. The two' women strove 
for new professional stan- 
dards in the mother and baby 
homes and related social 
work throughout ' the 
dioceses of the ‘British Isles; 
a task which could not have 
been, achieved without the 
confidence and determination 
of the diocesan bodies; 
Michael won both.. ■ - 

Sherwin Bailey was leading 
the British Churches in a 
virtual xevolution in their 
thinking about human sexu- 
ality, including homosexu- 
ality and prostitution. Under 
his guidance the council gave 
leading evidence to the 
Wolfenden Committee, and 
earned tbe Church Assembly 
in support of Wolfenden’s 
proposed reform of the law 
on _ homosexual conduct. 
This, too, required courage 
and cairn in the face of 


determined opposition. 

Michael gave both, without 
flinching; though only a few 
of us knew what it cost that 
- sensitive and beautiful man/ : 

In 1956 he was persuaded 
that -the next Lambeth Con- 
ference had to tackle the 
issues of contraception — as 
an element in personal mora- 
lity and as a factor in the 
population explosion — with- 
out further indecision. As a. 
result, the council’s report, 
F** Family m Contemporary 
society, proved to be a 
turning point in the methods 
9 f Anglican moral theology 
ana a decisive factor in the 
resolutions of tbe Lambeth 
Conference of 1958. 

It set off in turn the 
related discussion in the 
Church of Rome and the 
tangled history of Humanae 
Vitae which still unfolds. 
Under Michael, too, the 
council brought into being 
the Board for Social. 
Responsibility which suc- 
ceeded it as the- social 
thinking organ of the Church- 
Assembly and General. 
Synod. One last word-on him. 
as _ a pastor. The present 
writer telephoned him one 
dav to say that an academic 
coueague was - in hospital, 
seriously .ill, in St Albans: 
would Michael assure that he 
was properly visited? Michael 
went himself. . 
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Roy Campbell, the poet, was a 
drunk, whose melancholy 
brought on illness- And 
his brush with the 
Bloomsbury Group was. 
painful. His wife Mary 
was seduced by .Vita L 
Sackvilie-West (right). .

Roy .Campbell was quite unim- 
pressed by "Harold-. Nicolson’s 
friends, wealth or/fariuly con- 
nections. But for his ^ wife 
Mary , an- irrveterate. snob,- it was ■. 
not the least of the attractions 
of NicolSon’s wif e. Vita .Sack- 
viile-West, to know; tiiat' sbe 
was. the- daughter ;i»f;.tord 
SadkviUe, .that her . ancestral 
home_was Knole, .die. huge . 
Elizabethan house two miles 
from Long Barnj. that ^she was 
rich and well-tra veiled, that she 
surrounded herself with dever 
and famous people^- and * that 
she managed .silvery -spaniels, 
and sehrants with equal facility. 

As CampbelPs '-'dislike'’ -of 
England and . the NScoisohs 
grew, Mary’s love' for. tod^ 
increased.. ThU .poet .felt this 
growing . gulf ' between them - 
very keenly, the Nicolsqns’ 
wealth and generosity seemed a 
reproach toTus own poverty. At 
the dinners they gave he sat. 
silent and downcast . among 
tbd r -fiiendsr aU-his 'otd.shj*--. 
ness return ing as they talked, 
about people he did not know 
and. countries he had not- 
visited. ‘I did not notice that. he. . 
felt any resentment,* , wrote 
Harold ijlicolson. later- *He just- 
felt'Out of.it;* . 

And' as Campbell had turned 
to beef, to nd him. 'of his ■ 
shyness at 'Oxford,, so now: his- 
gtowing dicomfort drove him in 
drink, again.' With increasing 
frequency ' Mary Campbefl- 
would return, from the village 
shop to 'find the children alone 
in an empty house, doors and 
windows flung wide, and Camp- 
bell gone, up to London to get . 
drunk with John or Heseltme. 
It' was his drinking that made 
Mary turn to a sympathetic Vita 
for comfort. Vita was only- too ; 
willing to .provide it.’ Sympathy. - 
rapidly grew into 'something 7 

more powerful. 

Mary Was an' unusually yiv-- 
acious ;ahd beautiful woman; • 
Vita had been an active lesbian 
since • before - Her -marriage, to •' 
Harold (who was himself a 
homosexual). In later ' years 
Vita . came 'to bear, a ' strong 
resemblance to a crusty- Anglo- 
Indian colonel, but in 1927 she 
seemed to ■ Mary an ■ endlessly 
fascinating being. The two - 
women .met at first in the' lane 
below' Long Barn; Campbell’s 
frequent absences made such 
meetings easier: 


The affair^ quickly became 
passionate.. Vita soon attained 
her object; Mary , could not long 
resist the; turbulent demands of 
^.a wonvan to whoHi she owed so 
much gratitude, and whom she 
so . much : admired. And Vita, 

; having made... .the... conquest 
easily, treated it as a thing of 
. little Consequence. . s . 

Meanwhile- Campbell' was 
quite unaware “of what was 
happening s He seems to have 
keen-pleased that, his wife had 
found a friend. The problem of 
' earning- enough money' to keep 
-.his^family-stHl tormented him; 
even_the small rent the Camp- 
beDs "were paying for their 
- cottage - seemed -an Jnsupport. 
able , burden. He wrote bo 
poetry “ at' this' rime; all his 
■energies --went into earning 
money through articles and 
reviews* ^ activity which ' he" 
• -despised. He was being reduced 
to the journalism he had so 
proudly 'rejected* in South 
Africa.- There -seemed no -way 
out of the morass. 

It was in nSd^September 1927 
-that Aflta- offered- a partial 
solution. The Nicolsons owned . 
a' small, new house set' a little 
further- up the slope from Long 
Bam. - Called **the gardener’s 
cottage”, it actually' housed 
-their two children and a nanny. 
Vita now suggested that the 
Campbells should move into 
this cottage, -rent-free* to stay 
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self-interest. ... Meeting '.', with 
Mary would now he not only 
-easy,, hut inevitable. Campbell 
accepted the offer with, little 
• hesitation; they moved into the 
■ cottage on October 1, 1927, .He 
. was quite unsuspecting. 

;■ Mary was by now deeply in 
love --with Vita. Once her 
feelings had become fully 
engaged she plunged passion- 
ately -into the affair, caring less 
an4 less about the secrecy. But 
- Vita,, having achieved, her de- 
sire, "began to draw back. Mary 
had become the pursuer. Vita 
the pursued; 

- Early in November Mary told 
her husband what was happen- 
ing. The move was less daring 
and less cruel, than it sounds. 
She knew that in his attitude to 
sexual aberrations he was very 
tolerant, and in the past neither 
had kept any secrets from the 


other; he had known of her pre- 
marital- affairs as she had 
known , of his. He listened in 
sflence,then questioned her as 
to the extent of the affair; she 
kept very little back. He was 
stunned by the news. 

It may be that Mary . had' 
hoped to give some permanence 
to her relationship with Vita by 
forcing Campbell to recognize 
and acknowledge it. If so,, she 
miscalculated. Bewildered and 1 
hint, Campbell took the train 
up to London, intending per- 
haps to drink himself mto.a 
stupor. There, in a pub, he met 
the author and scholar C; S. 
Lewis, a man he knew only 
slightly from his Oxford days. 
To him Campbell, unable to 
contain himself, poured out the 
whole story. 

Lewis, at first surprised, 
listened in fascinated silence, 
and then sat back rummatfvely: 
“Fancy being cuckolded by a 
womanl” he mused. The uncha- 
racteristically tactless -remark 
seared itself into Campbell’s 
mind. He was an intensely 
proud, man; the thought of 
being the butt of innumerable 
Bloomsbury jokes was unbear- 
able to him. The carefully 


• constructed public image of 
himself as the powerful 
“Zuln*^ drinking, fighting, and 
womanizing, w.ould- be turned 
devastatingly against him. - 
■ He flung out of the pub and 
went back to Weald- in a black 
rage, his sense of betrayal now 
compounded with jealousy and 
wounded pride. That night the 
Campbell children : woke crying 
. to an. empty house, the curtains 
flying from open windows, the 
furnitmre flung about. Mary, 
terrified, took refuge with Vita, 
and (according to Campbell’s 
imaginative account) Dorothy 
Wellesley, whom ' Vita had 
summoned - by telephone to 
Long Barn, sat up all night with 
a shot-gun across her knees. 
The next' day Vita’s diaty . 
laconically records her belief 
that Roy was half mad. 

But Campbell’s rage could 
not be sustained at such a pitch 
for long. Mary was surprised 
by the violence of his outburst, 
and frightened by it, but she 
refused to leave Vita. For days 
Campbell argued, cajoled, and 
threatened. He chased Mary 
with a kitchen-knife. He de- 
manded a divorce. When even 
this failed to move Mary, he

subsided. He could hardly 
thrash Vita, and .Harold bad 
returned to his post abroad on 
October 23. Campbell had no 
money, no prospects, and now, 
it seemed, no wife. 

But once his anger had 
cooled he began to realize how 
much his own behaviour had 
been responsible for Mary’s 
betrayal. He blamed himself as 
much as he blamed her. ■- In 
these circumstances, he vacil- 
lated agonizingly: be could not 
bear to leave her and he could 
not bear to stay. 

According, to Harold Nicol- 
son’s biographer, James Lees- 
Milne, Campbell was meanwhile 
himself having a brief affair 
with a bisexual friend of Vita’s^ 
Dorothy Warren, who ran the 
Warren' Galleries. Possibly he 
hoped to arouse Mary’s jeal- 
ousy by such action. 

• At * this point he fell ill; 
appendicitis was diagnosed, and 
in February he was taken to 
hospital for an operation. His 
illness, and the period of 
convalescence that followed, 
gave him • an excuse to stay 
where be' was, still hoping that 
Mary would cake pity on him, 
or that Vita would tire of Mary. 


It was during this period, in the 
bitter winter of 1928, that 
Laurens van der Post arrived in 
. London from South Africa, and 
wrote to Campbell. The next 
day he received a reply: 

My dear Laurens, 

1. Go to Charing Cross Station 
at once 

2. Buy a ticket for Sevenoaks 
(2/9 single or Sh return) 

3. Get in the train for Seven- 
oaks (die porter will do it all 
for you if you tell him 
you’re a stranger. He’ll show 
you the right train — give 
him a sixpence.). 

4. Get out at Sevenoaks station. 

5. When you get out at Seven- 
oaks you’ll see plenty of 
taxis- Get in one and tell him 
to drive to Weald Village. 

6. When you get to Weald 
Village . ask at the Post 
Office, the butcher’s, the 
baker's, or any of the shops, 
and they will tell you where 
I live. Weald is only a ■ tiny 
village, everybody knows my 
house there... 

Campbell was pathetically 
pleased to see Van der Post. 
Mary took advantage of his stay 
to disappear for three weeks. 
Vita being away at the same 
time. Van der Post was hor- 
rified at the squalor in which 
Campbell was living, scarcely 
stirring from his bed, and at his 
emaciation. He wrote later: 

“I could hardly believe that 
the man who had walked the 
beach in the dark, comforting a 
hurt tittle girl in his arms and 
reciting a great poem with the 
voice of a prophet, and this 
thin, shivering hulk of a human 
being' in tom' and tattered 
clothes, could be one and the 
same person.” 

Van der Post could hardly 
believe that Campbell would 
recover. Though Campbell did 
not confide in him, he sensed, 
that this dreadful change had 
something to do with Mary. 
Campbell was drinking heavily 
and continuously, mostly gin 
and cider because of their 
cheapness, and he spent his 
days, half-dressed in his bed, 
reading back numbers of the 
German ' magazine Der Quer* 
sdvritt. There- were very few 
blankets in the house, azid Van 
der Post found it difficult -to 
. sleep . because . of the cold. 
Several times he woke to find 
. that Campbell had covered him 
during the night with his own 
.blanket, and he was astonished 
'that even in this extremity of 
misery Campbell did not forget 
his duty to a guest. 

It was days before Van der 1 
Post was able to ' persuade 
Campbell to accompany, him to | 
London to . meet another South 
African, the journalist and 
painter Enstin du. ■' Plessis. 
Although it was a bitingly cold 
day, Campbell wore neither, 
overcoat nor. tie, but- clasped a 
thin jacket over his - grey 
flannel trousers, so torn that 
the skin of his- buttocks was 
visible; he was unwashed and 
unshaven. They met Du Plessis 
in Fleet Street, and went to 
Grooms’, ■ an old cpffee-house, 
for a meal 

Mary’s return brought Camp- 
bell no relief. He lingered at 
Long Barn for a time, as hope 
faded: At last, in April 1928, he 
gave up. Unable to endure any 
longer the daily sight of Vita 
and Mary together, he sadly 
packed a small hag and took the 
train to London. He did not 
return; he had determined to 
leave England. To go back to 
South' Africa was inconceiv- 
able. Instead he crossed the 
Channel and made his way to 
Martigues in Pro\tence, where 
he and Mary had had such a 
pleasant holiday the previous 
summer. In that beautiful 
sunny village, so full of memor- 
ies of past happiness, he hoped 
to find consolation. He -was on 
the run again.

• Campbell arrived m Provence 
lonely and despairing, his self- 
confidence shattered. Be knew 
the strength of Vita’s hold on 
Mary; she offered her love, 
comfort, support and wealth, 
and she had the sort of social 
position which so imp r es sed ■ 
Mary. 

. He began writing a stream of 
desperate, pathetic letters ' to . 
Mary, beggmg her to- join him. 
He could not live without her, he 
wrote ; more importantly he 
could not write without her; he- 
vnndd gioe ■ up drinking, - he 
would do anything to make her 


would do anything to make her 
happy , she would see how he 
had changed . . . And to Camp- 
bell’s delight, the imposible 
happened. Mary - agreed to 


return to him. The poet saw this 
as the surest evidence of her 
continued love far him. In fact, 
however, there is clear evidence 
that she was still deeply in love. 
with Vila. Why did she return, to 
■ her husband? 

The answer seems to be that 
she was urged to do so by Vita, 
to whom she had become an 
embarrassment. Vita’s fluid 
affections had begun ebbing 
quite early in the relationship. 
Moreover, she was at the same 
time carrying on no fewer ■ than 
five other, separate affairs, one 
of them with Virginia Woolf. 
Virginia, engaged in writing 
Orlando, was a frequent visitor to ' 
Long Bam ; she \ knew about 
Vita’s affair with Mary, and was 
intensely jealous. She proved a 
rival Mary could not hope to 
match. 

- Vita ’s increasing coldness, com- 
bined with Campbell’s humble 
and desolate letters, persuaded 
Mary to return to him. Vita was 
■relieved. Mary arrived in Marti- 
gues with their tuio daughters 
on 12 May 1928, to find 
Campbell apparently . very ' ill 
and overjoyed to have her back. 
They found a cheap little house - 
at 3 Rue St Mitre m Martigues, 
and with Mary to look after him 
Campbell quickly regained his 
I health. ’ 

But though , . he recovered 
quickly and completely , there is 
ample evidence that his mar- 
riage did ■ not. Mary was still 
deeply in love with Vita, to 
whom she wrote almost daily: 
hastily pencilled letters on odd 
scraps of paper ; posted secretly 
when Campbell was out of the 
house. Having settled Campbell 
in the Rue St Mitre, she 
returned briefly to England to 
see Vita for ten days in June, 
and again in November 1928. 
.Each time Campbell must have 
wondered whether she would 
return. By December she was 
once again despairing of luring 
with him, and talking of 
separating from him and living 
alone. It was only gradually 
that they learned, once again to 
live together as man and wife.

ney and Spoke Woods, and 
afl. foe little copses around 


and about between Barley 
and the Fen, and ■ the next 
week, foe village school 
chickens were massacred and 
left lying all over the ' run 
headless, to the agony .of .the 
child in charge of locking 
them away at foe time. I can 
forgive them far taking hens 
for food, but not for the fun 
of slaughter, .and yet I 
wonder if it is only a desire 
to keep down foe fox popu- 
lation which makes one 
respond, as I did, to foe 
sound of foe tally-ho? 

When it has snowed, we 
see' the , fox tracks every 
morning, they run up our ' 
garden from foe low wall, | 
and around foe hen run -and : 
then across foe lane into the 
field opposite. He makes a 
regular,, routine check, so 
that if we forget once to shut 
the door of .the henhouse, he 
will pounce. On winter 
nights, too, we hear the eerie 
shrieks of foe vixen down in 
foe spinney below Sheep Hill, 
and the barks of the dog 
foxes fighting over her, they 
are sounds to chill the blood; 


to make you pull the curtains 
together, more tightly and 
throw another log on foe fire. 

Yet the fox would never 
harm a human, and when 
seen at close, quarters he is 
no more alarming than a doe 
— I am always taken aback 
each time by how much 
smaller and slighter be is in 
reality than in my mind.

In this 
quiet countryside, he is the 
nearest we get to all those 
ravening wolves and brute 
bears of the wild, and of 
legend.

Which 
brings me all too briefly to 
the glorious Victor ; Victoria 
starring the transvestite Juhe 
Andrews as a drag queen. 
Here I will no doubt be 
accused of enjoying the camp 
stereotypes I am supposed to 
be against. True, but com- 
pared to The New Realism of 
Personal Best and Making 
Love, give me Blake Ed- 
wards’ gay -version of Inspec- 
tor Clou sea a any day. 


“Melodramatic” is' the' 
usual 1 word hurled at_ The 
Little Foxes to punish it for 
its 1939 success on Broad- 
way. To which you can only 
say that the bulk of literature 
from the American South 
earns the same dismissal. 
Miss Heilman’s family por- 
trait of the Hubbards - 
Southern Reconstruction 
businessmen who have built 
their mansions out of black 
bones - is indeed a neatly 
plotted piece; the two broth- 
ers ana their aptly named 
sister Regina each plotting to 
outsmart the others in a deal 
with industrial Chicago. But 
the events also carry a sense 
of place and time as pervasive 
as the flodding bayous, and 
the characters are beautifully 
drawn both as individuals 
and as members of a pecking 
order. 

One virtue of Austin Pen- 
dleton’s production is that it 
pays them full respect in- 
stead of parading them as 
degenerate monsters. They 
can 'show -pretty manners in 
company; they have en dear- 


strong line in reptilian Sou- 
thern charm. Her technique 
is to take you through the 
character in the course of a 
single speech. “You will have 
to tell me everything you 
thought; someday”, ■ she 
remarks to her husband (J. 
D. Cannon), starting with a 
brilliant smile and ‘‘youall” 
cadences, modulating 

through irony, and finally 
facing out front to show us a 
baleful mask on the last 
word. 

She has a fine partner In 
Robert Lansing a. craggfly 
quick-witted actor in the 
Jason Robartes mould, who 
supplies a credible brother as 
well as a main adversary. At 
the end of each battle the two 
of them collapse in giggles, 
as if still playing a game that 
has been going on since, 
childhood. Other good per- 
formances come from Sad a 
Thompson as the luckless 
Birdie and William You mans 
as the nastiest of all the chips 
off the old block. Howard 
Bay’s 'set is needlessly ugly, 
and lacking in the necessary 
depth for the action-packed 
staircase.

A novel approach to listening 


S jurte a" lot .. of. television 
rama is stretched beyond its 
content so it was refreshing 
to see last night’s BBC2 
Playhouse production. 

Pocketful -of Dreams; beauti- 
fully tailored to a' mere 35- 
minutes. 

At this length, it was an 
entirely sustainable spoof 
with a special humour .for 
film and television people 
who might have been view- 
ing, though the “in” gags 
were not so obtrusive that 
they precluded enjoyment by 
those at a distance from the 
business. 

Charlie and ' Denny . ' are 
bank robbers with a straight- 
forward modus operandu a 
shotgun and & note over the 
counter. By chance they see 
a film crew .enacting a hank 
robbery by a similar method 
and their professional disdain- 
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.atti&e amateurishness of it all 
is succeeded by a bright idea: 
why not set- up a film 
company themselves, but 
with purely felonious intent, 

A backer is found, con- 
. vinced, and shell companies 
are set up to impress -a bank. 
Gang' members are recruited 
and: trained .by a professional 
film-maker in tecnniques ami 
even appropriate dress, the 
latter- bring not too difficult 
for vBhuns to adapt to: The 
bank agrees to the shooting 
and alT seems to- be going. 
: well: 

The snag is tbat by this 
time". the gang has- largely 
become hooked, on- film-, 
making to the point where 
Charlie finds it difficult to 
get them to concentrate on 
the more serious business r of 
robbery and, at the bank, it is 
-this dichotomy of interests 


that causes the gang to- be 
rumbled and arrested. 

It was a good bit of fun and 
lasted the distance. It was 
written by. Jim Hill who has 
hitherto established a track 
record as a director of the 
comic. The director, on this 
occasion, making a _ neat 
debut at tbe age of 22, was 
Stuart Urban, and' the pro- 
ducer; Terry Coles. 

Elphick, .who has 
several times demonstrated 
his capacity to make villainy 
attractive, enjoyed himself as 
Charlie; Philip - Jackson; as 
his crony- Denny. They were 
supported by a cast who had 
obviously seen tins kind of 
filming before but did not 
oveiplay- it and there was a 
particularly good .perform- 
ance from Wolfe Morris as 
the backer. ' " 


It goes without saying — but 
-is -often said — that -a book 
adapted for radio is not the 
same as — inevitably less 
than — - the - original. Most 
novels are mostly narrative, 
ox^'at least prose; most 
-adaptations are mostly dia- 
logue.- We -hear less of the 
author!^ voice; tones give 
way. to contrasts. . „And, 
because novels tend to be 
long and radio comparatively 
short, every adaptation^ is ; to 
some degree a synopsis. 

.But there are things which, 
if the job of transfer -is 
competently done, are not, 
lost: the' story remains and 
with it the author's - shape 
and emphasis. The characters 
remain and indeed -grow, for 
now" almost everything must 
be conveyed through them; 
actors and director bring 
them to us, adding a. further 
layer of interpretation, inter- 
posing if you. like'll further 


screen, yet ' it is also this 
which can bring back to the 
whole enterprise some of the 
tones and subtleties which 
the text has lost-.- - 

What the listener ends up 
with can be and, on the 
evidence ' of recent Radio 4 
‘Sunday serial .adaptations,' 
often is a hying, moving 
work in its - own right. 
Certainly this goes for Betty 
Davies’s version and -Jane 
Morgan’s production - of 
Bleak House now . approach- 
ing the -sixth of, its - eight 
episodes. . 

As'sO' often happens when 
something is done well, - it 
sounds right; and that appar- 
ently is all there is to be -said. 
Thus with this production it 
seems perfectly in order that 
tfaenstrands of suclra labyrin- 
thine story should be so dear 
and that the immense num- 
ber' of characters should be 
so. easy to recognise arid so 


very much alive in the mind. 
Not forgetting Dickens, who 
achieved this in the - first 
place, its projection into 
sound bespeaks at once the 
most skilful selection of 
materia], accomplished direc- 
tion and first-class casting. 

I have heard few pro- 
ductions in which it has been 
less of a problem to pick out 
who is who. No doubt certain 
touches, of the grotesque in 
the original characterization 
help this along, but tbe 
actors' interpretations are 
what count: Brenda Blethyn’s 
Esther . Summerson, fpr 
example, is outstanding, for 
this is a role ill which a 
young lady can easily sound' 
a bit of a ninny — Miss 
Blethyn is both appealing and 
firm, qualities which in their 
way also ‘.invest .Michael 
Bryant’s Jarndyce. 

Robert Lang is formidably 
disquieting as Mr Tulking- 


hom, Angela Pleasence 
resolute and touching as 
Charley, Patrick Troughton's 
Grandfather Small weed the 
embodiment of malice and 
greed . . . But I fear the only 
justice to this fine cast would 
be to mention each and 
everyone in favourable terms 
from end to end. 

Thursday brought another 
adaptation, more uncommon; 
but in its way eveu more 
successful. This was Philip 
Donnellan’s treatment of 
David Thomson’s Woodbrook 
(Radio 3) in which Thomson 
tells how in 1934 he, as. an 
Oxford undergraduate, was 
engaged as summer tutor to 
the Kirkwoods, an Anglo- 
Irish family at Woodbrook, 
their estate in far-off Con- 
naught. He records how 
gradually the place and the 
people and notably how 
Phoebe, . his employers’ 12- 
year-old daughter, all began 


to enchant him. 

Summer followed summer 
and back he went, almost one 
of the family, hard put to it 
not to address Major 
Kirkwood as “Dad”. ■ The 
parents watched this spell- 
bound - relationship between 
their daughter and a young 
man' six years her senior with 
some - apprehension. They 
tried reluctantly to cool it 
and they succeeded. Then in 
1944, with Phoebe now. a 
woman, ' it welled up' again, 
fresh and passionate. Alas, 
within the year she had 
succumbed to some grave 
malady and was dead. 

Amazingly, a documentary 
-technique, apparently quite 
at odds with the intense 
poignancy of such a love 
story, in fact did much to 
sharpen it. Altogether a 
beautiful programme, exquis- 
itely made by Maurice 
Leitch. 
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Bow do you popularize chess 
and how' do yo'u - ensure' a' 
constant flow in the stream ■ 
of chess from- beginners to 
club player, then. to county 
player, then__ to national 
player, to master-player and 
finally ' . to grandmaster? 
There is one infallible way 
and -that is catch-'em young. 

Chess is eminently -a game 
.for.the-qnick in mind, that is, 
for. the young. There used to 
be two mistaken prejudices 
against the game among non- 
chessplayers. One was that it 
was a -slow, game- -fit-only for 
greybeards and the other was 
mat it. -tended to distract 
children from their studies 
and to slow up their aca- 
demic progress. 

The truth is the reverse. 
Justrlook at the number of 
children who play and' excel 
at the game .nowadays. As for 
the second prejudice, there is 
no better training for the 
min d than chess which teach- 
es os how to concentrate and. 
think logically. 

' This year’s Arc Young 
Masters Chess Congress, so- 
called because it is sponsored 
by the Amey Roadstone 
Corporation, was held at 
Westergate - from February 
26-28. It was a pronounced 
success, containing ^ one 
-grandmaster and 11 inter- 
national masters/ together 
With masses of children 
■whose enthusiasm was- a 
delight to Watch. There were 
68 players in the principal 
event, the Arc Young Mas- 
ters’ tournament, in which 
players of all ag&s competed 
and five- other tournaments 
limited to certain ages: the 
under-21, urtder-16, under-14, 
under-12 and under- 10. 

. Six rounds were_ played in 
three days and there was a 
close struggle for the top 
prizes flst £900, 2nd £520, 3iu 
£260, 4th £150,. 5th £100, 6th 
£40). In the ena three tied for 
top place so that grandmaster 
Johnathan Speelman, R. Brit- 
ton and A - Martin all re- 
ceived -£560 with a score of 5 
points. Two international 
masters, William Hartston 
and James Plaskett, shared 
thq next- place with R.

Finlay son, P. Large and P. 
Wells with 4 l £ each., ■ 

- The .British champion, in- 
ternational master Paul Ut- 
tlewood, and two more inter- 
national masters, Michael 
Ragman and Nigel Povah, 
along with K. Arkell. and. J. 
Richardson, had 4. 'Among 
the 3'As were the British 
Lady champion, Sheila Jack- 
son, the former European 
Junior champion, . inter: 
national master Shaun Tanl- 
bat and two further inter- 
national masters, Robert 
Bellm and.Nigri Davies. . 

The: under-16 world cham- 
pion, Stuart Conquest, scored 
3 and celebrated his 15th 


birthday - the day following 
the tournament.

It is time to confess that until 
very recently meringues have 
not been one of my strong 
points. Cultivating a prefer- 
ence for chewy bits in the 
middle was all very well. But 
it did a not disguise what is, 
technically speaking, a fault. 
The colour was seldom quite 
right either, off-brown more 
often than off-white. And 
worse still, they usually wept 
stickily in the oven, cement- 
ing themselves firmly on to 
the baking sheet. 

They were, none the less, 
scrumptious, but not exactly 
show pieces. • ■ 

So instead of making Swiss 
meringue which combines 
dry caster sugar with egg 
whites, I tried Italian 
meringue. In this recipe the 
sugar is made into a boiling 
syrup which, wben. combined 
with the egg whites, partially' 
cooks them before they reach 
the _ oven. Unlike Swiss 
meringue which must be 
baked as soon as it is made, 
Italian meringue is much 
more stable. It keeps for 
several days in a covered 
bowl in the refrigerator and 
can be used for lightening 
sorbets or whipped cream, or 
topping pies, as well as for 
baking into crisp shells or 
nests. It seemed useful stuff . 

What is more it worked 
perfectly first time. I still 
prefer Swiss meringue, 
chewy bits and all, for small 
shells to sandwich together 
with cream. But for nests, 
and for flat layers to build 
into spectacular puddings, 
Italian meringue is a winner. 
Italian meringue 
Makes six small nests or two 

large topers 

225 g (8 oz) sugar, granulated 
or caster 

150 ml (Vi pint) water 

4 egg whites 

To obtain the maximum 
volume of meringue from the 
ingredients use a ballon

whisk with a traditional 
copper bowl (or any other 
wide shallow bowl), or use an 
electric beater with a nar- 
rower, deep bowl. Make sure 
that both bowl and beater are 
: spotlessly, dean and dry, and 
! that tbe egg whites are at 
room temperature. 

Put the sugar in a small 
pan with the water and heat 
the mixture gently until the 
sugar has , dissolved com- 
pletely. Now bring the sugar 
to the boil and cook it, 
.without. . stirring, until the 
l syrup reaches the hard ball 
stage. This will register 248°F 
on a sugar thermometer but 
can be checked without one- 
'Drop 'half a teaspoon of 
syrup into very cold water 
then roll it into a ball with 
your fingers. If the cold 
plunge firms the syrup 
enough to roll it into a tough 
lump, it has reached the hard 


ball stage. 

While the syrup is boiling, 
whip the egg whites to a stiff 
meringue. Whisking hard and 
fast, gradually add the hot 
syrup. Continue whisking 
until tbe meringue is cold. 

To make meringue nests: 
brush one or more baking 
sheets with melted' butter, 
and when it has set, dust 
with flour. Alternatively, line 
the sheets with baking parch- 
ment. Mark six circles about 
9 cm <3% in) diameter on the 
prepared sheets. 

Fit a large fabric piping 
bag with a plain nozzle or 
about . 1. cm Oft in) diameter. 
Fill the bag with meringue 
and pipe circular bases, 
filling in the outlines from 
the centre outwards. Then 
pipe two neat circles, one on 
top of the other, on the edge 
or each base to form the 
walls of the nests. 

Bake the meringues at the 
bottom of a preheated very 
cool oven (nO°C/225°F, gas 
mark r A) for about three 
hours. Not all oven thermo- 
stats work acurately so check 
the meringues from time to 
time. If they are be ginnin g to 
colour, reduce the heat. 

To make meringue layers: 
Mark prepared baking sheets 
with two large circles of 
about 23cm (9iri} diameter. 
Pipe a single layer of merin- 
gue, filling in the circle from 
the centre outwards. Alterna- 
tively, divide the meringue 
between the two outlines and 
spread it in an even layer to 
ml the circles. Bake layers at 
the same temperatures as 
nests. 

• Baked meringues can be 
stored for several weeks in 
an airtight container or 
frozen for up to three 
months. 

Use meringue layers as 
building blocks for frivolous 
desserts with fruit and 
cream. 

Layers of nut meringue 
can be combined plain layers, 
or- stacked with plain or 
flavoured cream. 

Nut meringue 

Mokes two large layers 

225g (8oz> sugar, granulated 

or caster 

150ml (V« pint) water 

4 egg whites 

110g (4oz) finely ground 
almonds or hazel nuts 

1 tablespoon cornflour 


Make Italian meringue as 
directed in the previous 
recipe. Combine the ground 
nuts and cornflower and mix 
them well together. Fold the 
nut mixture into the 
meringue until well blended. 
Shape and bake as Italian 
meringue.

Napa VaUey/Ivor Davis 

Connoisseur’s California 


For those who persist in 
thinking of California in 
terms of formica-filled 
motels and plastic food, there 
can be no better antidote 
than a trip to the Napa 
Valley, the heart of the 
United States’s wine country. 

Dotted with country inns 
which for charm and comfort 
are unmatched anywhere in 
the world, the food in Napa is 
on a par with the best that 
France has to offer, not 
surprising perhaps when one 
considers that many of the 
chefs are emigres from Paris. 

With the accent on 
nouueUe, the Napa, cuisine is 
the result of a happy mar- 
riage between French skill 
and California's rich harvest 
of fresh vegetables, fruits 
and sea foods. Lulled by the 
mild breezes wafting through 
the miles upon miles of 
vineyards that cover the 
gentle, rolling terrain of the 
valley and fuelled by the 
excellent cabernet sauvig- 
nons or pinot noirs o'f the 
more than 150 wineries that 
give the place its reputation 
as America’s wine country, 
the visitor to Napa may well 
believe he has discovered 
paradise. 

Autumn is a particularly, 
good time to visit. The 
vineyards are a sea of 
burnished reds and golds, 
oranges and yellows. The day 
time weather is mild, with a 
chill in the evenings against 
which thoughtful innkeepers 
provide fireplaces in bed- 
rooms. 

The acacias (mimosa) flower 
and the valley is smothered 
in the fluffy yellow flowers 
with their intoxicating scent. 
In late summer the grapes 
are pressed and the sweet 
smell of fermentation is 
everywhere. 

Each season provides its 
own charm and the wineries 


are open for tours and 
tasting all year round. 

Napa, an’ easy one-bour 
drive from San Francisco, or 
Oakland across the bay, is 
only a few miles wide and 35 
miles long. Two main roads 
run its length. The most 
famous, the Silverado Trail, 
was immortalized in Silverado 
Squatters by Robert Louis 
Stevenson, who spent his 
honeymoon here. The_ other 
is Highway 29, making it very 
convenient to drive one route 
ail the way up and use the 
other to return. Vineyards 
and wineries line the sides of 
both. 

For the more enterprising, 
a splendid view of the valley 
and an exhilarating experi- 
ence is provided by compa- 
nies like Adventures Aloft 
who w£U take you up and 
away in a highly coloured hot 
air balloon and serve cham- 
pagne when you touch earth. 
(Rides cost about $90 per 
person). 

The whole valley can oe 
explored in two or three 
days, depending upon how 
many wines you want to 
sample. But the delights of 
the bed and breakfast inns 
may well make you want to 
linger. . . 

The best place to start is in 
Yountville, a picturesque 
town which in the past few 
years has become the most 
chic of the valley’s watering 
stops. 

The Burgundy House in 
Yountville is an 1874 stone 
building in the French coun- 
ty style run most hospitably 
by Mary Keenan and her 
architect husband Robert. 
Originally the Keenans reno- 
vated the building to house 
their antiques business but 
pretty soon, with millions of 
visitors crowding into Napa 
every year, they were per- 
suaded* to rent out their 


antique brass beds instead of 
selling. The Burgundy House 
has six bedrooms packed 
with antiques, and a couple 

of subsidiary cottages. It 
serves beautiful fresh fruit 
and freshly baked breakfast 
cakes to its guests. 

The newest addition to the 
Keenan “chain” is the Bor- 
deaux House for those who 
prefer their lodgings in the 
modern style. 

Our first night in town 
both the Burgundy and 
Bordeaux Houses were full 
and the Keenans arranged 
what turned out to be the 
highlight of our trip. We 
spent the night in the guest 
house of a couple of local 
residents, Anita Clay Kora- 
feld, who wrote Vintage, the 
definitive novel about the 
area, and her sculptor hus- 
band John Kornfeld, who was 
once one of San Francisco’s 
leading impresarios. 

The guest house, which is 
in great demand by visitors, 
is completely self-contained 
with its own swimming pool, 
overlooking the entire valley. 
We were provided with a hi 
fi, a wonderful set of re- 
cords, a bottle of local wine 
and an excellent decanter of 
sherrv. 

Before leaving Yountville it 
is imperative to have lunch or 
dinner at the Doraaine Chan- 
don champagne cellars. Run 
by the French firm of Moet- 
Hennessy, they are now 
firmly entrenched in the 
valley and producing their 
superb brut and cuvee de 
pinot noir sparkling wines. 
(They don’t call them cham- 
pagnes in deference to the 
mother country.) 

In addition to an interest- 
ing tour of the winery, where 
one gets a quick education 
into the finer points of the 
methode champenoise,

When four into two does go 


You can hear all the argu- 
ments coming. “Everyone 
else is going except Carol, 
and her parents are weedy, 
any way.” “Miss Jones says 
it will be very educational.” 
OK. OK. Shall I wade in with 
some contrary thoughts? 
There is, for instance, the 
heretical notion that Miss 
Janes has decided it is on 
balance just worth putting up 
with all those appalling 
children in the holidays, as 
well as at school, for the sake 
of a free trip to France. 
Maybe I will just think that 
thought quietly, and the 
other rather sore one about 
children having a great time, 
and parents just sewing 
nametapes and writing 
cheques. “I will talk to 
Daddy about it, darling.” 

School journeys to Israel 
or Russia may be- eye-openers 
for older children, but do the 
teachers really believe these 
trips to France or Belgium 
are all that educational for 
younger ones? Their contact 
with the locals is usually 
limited to short shopping 
expeditions. In Boulogne and 
Calais many of -the shops 
have “English Spoken” no- 
tices. and will answer in 
English even if you start off 
in French, which does not 
encourage the timid. 

In supermarkets there is 
very little conversation 


either, i know these children 
are also supposed to be 
observing the local way of 
life, but if you ask them 
afterwards what they actually 
noticed, you will discover 
they were mostly talking to 
Tim about Adam Ant, or 
Katie about having ears 
pierced. 

So I began to scheme, 
would it be possible to take 
two parents and two children 
to France around Easter for 
the price of two wretched 
school trips? The school trip's 
were about £90 each, and we 
would have to dish out a hour 
£15 pocket money for each 
child. Could we not somehow 
achieve a five-day break for 
all of us for about £220? 

Where to go? Not very far 
on this tiny budget. If we 
went as far as the Loire, 
petrol for the main journey 
and the potterings could cost 
£40 to £50, so it would be 
better to look in Normandy 
or nearer Brittany. The 
Arromanches museum and 
the 1944 relics are a big draw 
to small boys, and can be 
combined with the Bayeux 
Tapestry (they call it the 
Tapisserie de la Reine 
Mathilde over there). Despite 
all the reproductions in the 
school history books, we 
came quite unprepared for its 
cartoon-like brilliance, faces 
portrayed in just a few deft 


stitches, and the enormous 
quantity of detail about 
events so long ago. You can 
hire an excellent recorded 
guide that talks in your own 
language. 

If you allow £60 for the 
house , £25 for petrol, £55 for. 
the crossing (a Townsend 
Thoresen five-day motoring 
trip Dover to Calais for two 
and two halves is actually £54 
until March 31st), then you 
have £80 left for the other 
expenses, food, wine and 
postcards. We all know cheap 
wine costs a song, but meat 
is a fair old pnee, so one 
would be wise to concentrate ’ 
on some of the beautiful fish 
sold in Normandy and 
Brittany. A tight budget will 
not preclude several 
purchases of interesting 
cheese, and fruit tarts from a 
patisserie that invariably 
looks like the one in the 
original Babar book. 

The answer to the whole 
exercise seems to be that 
before Easter you can just 
about do a short holiday for 
four, for the price of a 
school trip for two, but if 
you want any of those 
memorable bistro meals, with 
madame ladling her beautiful 
soup out of a lordly tureen, 
you will have to pay extra. 
Not much, though. “I’ll have 
the hare pate to start with , 
and then the skate ...”

Calistoga, famous for its 
natural geysers and mud-

pagne cellars. 

The place to" stay is the 
Mount View Hotel, brilliantly 
restored in the art deco style. 
Stop in ’ at the cocktail 
lounge, a vision of ebony and 
silver with a pianist playing 
tunes of the 2920s and- 1930s.

Death of the Blues 


When Charles Goren and -his 
American ' team-mates >' sat 
down to play the seventh' 
world championship' "for the 
Bermuda Bowl in 1957, they, 
were doubtless supremely 
confident. Only a few years 
before, their compatriots had 
comprehensively defeated an 

Italian team which included 
some of the same players 
who were in New York' on 
this occasion. The Americans 

were in for a rude shock. Not 
only did they lose, but by the 
staggering margin of 10,150 
points. The era of American 
dominance was over. 

Incredible as ft seems 
today, some critics dismissed 
the result as a fluke. But the 
Italian Blue team won ten 
successive Bermuda B&wTs, 
and the World Olympiad in 
1964 and 1968. After a' brief 
retirement; they returned 'to 
annex - : three more world 
championships and the Olym- 
pic tide in 1972. From 1957 to 
I375y they not only appeared 
Invincible, they were invin- 
cible. 

Astonishingly, it is how 
seven years since Italy won 
the championship. 1976 was 
the year when everything 
went awry. The 'narrow loss 
of the Olympiad was disap- 
pointing, but far less bitter 
than the defeat, in the final' 
of the Bermuda Bowl, by the'. 
Americans. In 1977 they lost 
the European championship, 
and in 1979, despite a 
remarkable rally in the last. 
16 boards, they lost the 
Bermuda Bowl to the Ameri- 
cans again. The last two 
ears nave underlined the 
ownward drift. Failure to 
ualify for - the ' finals in 
r alkenburg in 1980 was 
followed by a dismal - -sixth - 
place in the 1981. European 
championships. 

What went wrong? There 
are, I believe, a number of 
reasons which have contrib- 
uted to these recent' poor, 
results. It was in 1976 that an 
Italian player, who had failed 
to qualify for the. .team,, 
accused some of the Italian 
players of using illegal sig- . 
nals. The Italians were accus- 
tomed to unjustified sus- 
picion from jealous rivals, 
but this accusation by their 
own countryman was infi- - 
nitely more damaging. It was 
surely no coincidence that 
their performance that year 
was by their high standards 
comparatively poor. 

Carl Alberto Perroux’s. 
influence was a major factor 
in the Blue team’s - early * 
successes. As a captain, . he 
was a stern disciplinarian, 
who nevertheless inspired his 
men with a remarkable team 
spirit. He repeatedly demon- 
strated that he placed an 
equal* reliance on each of his' 
three pairs. Because they 
were overshadowed by the 
dazzling combination of 
Garbzzo-Fofquet and Avarel- 
li-Belladonna, it is easy to 
underestimate the invaluable 
role that D’Alelio. and Pabis 
Tici played. Neither they nor 
Avarelli have represented 
Italy . since 1969. Forquet 
retired from the international 
scene in 1976, and the great 
Belladonna announced' that 
1979 was his’ last world 
championship. 

Of the legendary Blue 
team, only Garozzo remains. 



Today, even he has his 

detractors, -who dub him a 
“Bridge Narcissus”, imply- 
ing that, he has fallen in love 
with, his' own system. Some- 
one cattily compared the 
Garoxzo-Franco partnership 
' in the 1981 European cham- 
pionship with two coloratura 
sopranos desperately trying 
to outshine each- other. 

The -successful defence on 
this hand was by no means 
easy, -but I feel that the Blue 
tear 5. their prime would 
not ‘have lost their way.

“A really good 
idea deserves to be developed and 
once you have made a one-off 
you have a workable prototype”, 
says ex-Parnham student Nick 
Sherwood, who has a handsome 
sycamore and elm table in the 
show.

But marketing will always be a 
problem for all craftsmen. If 
their prices are too low they are 
associated disparagingly with 
corn dollies.

Ann Hartree is doing her best 



to find the right audience for 
them by showing, their work at 
her gallery open Wednesdays to 
Sundays 10 am to 5 pm (the first 
exhibition will be from April 11 
to May 2) and there's a licensed 
buttery so it's a tempting day out. 
She will also show to the 
furniture trade at Earls Court 
May 1&-17, and at the Fine Art 
Society, Great King Street, Edin- 
burgh, June 26 to August 10. 

“Such a lot of craft is too 
elitist. I want to aim at the people 
who were switched on by Habitat 
ten years ago. Where are they 
now and what are they buying?”

There have been many 
different moss killers includ- 
ing those with a mercurions 
content but this, according to 
EEC regulations, must not 
now be sold, as a cure for 
moss — I have not been able 
to find out why, because 
mer curious compounds may 
still be advertised for the 
control of various turf dis- 
eases and 'the rate of appli- 
cation is far higher than that 
we used on lawxuc. So we are 
- glad to ; welcome Murphy’s 
Tumblemoss which lolls the 
moss in 22 ■ hours and 
prevents its reappearance for 
up to 12 months. The moss 


killer is* chloroxuron, but 
Tumblemoss also contains 
ferric sulphate and urea 
which help to green up the 
grass and ' encourage its 
growth. 

It is recommended that a* 
general -lawn fertilizer be 
applied two . weeks after the 
treatment with Tumblemoss. 
The makers say that it is 
harmless to children and 
pets. . . 


□ Recently 1 mentioned that 
one can only buy mustard, | 
but not cress at the green- ' 
grocers’ and I wondered I 
why.' Had I stopped to think | 
as several readers have 
kindly pointed out the reason | 
is obvious. Cress takes three | 
days longer to grow than 
mustard. Mustard (Which is i 
not really mustard but rape) ! 
which you buy in the shop is 
ready ior sale in about five to , 
seven days. So cress costs , 
the grower about half as 
much again in the cost of, 
beating the glasshouse. When 
the wholesaler’s and re- 
tailer’s profit is added, obvi- 
ously cress is going to cost 
so much more than mustard 
that it is certain we will never 
see it again in the shops; 
when it has to he grown in 
heat. 

I . have checked the com- 
parative cost of growing 
mustard on a piece offlannel , 
in a. saucer on the kitchen j 
windowsill against a punnet 
bought from the green- 
grocer. The punnet cost lOp j 
and contained about 600 : 
seedlings. A packet of seed I 
bought cost 23p and con- j 
tained around 1,400 seeds. So j 
if you grow mustard yourself ! 
it costs just about as much as 
the fresh article in the shop. 
Obviously, because I cannot 


buy fresh cress, I cannot say 
how much cheaper it would 
be to grow our Own. All I can. 
say is that, to me, an.egg and 
mustard sandwich is not the 
same as an egg, mustard and 
cress sandwich, so hence- 
forth we will grow our own 
mustard and cress, this . is 
one crop at least, I have 
never known to give any 
trouble.

The announcement meant 
the Japanese economy would 
not 'reach the earlier pre- 
dicted healthy growth rate of 


year, ending on - Mar c h 31. 
The lower yen during fee 
period did little to help 
exports, fee backbone of the 
economy in recent years. 

Officials said domestic 
demand had been rising, 
although more slowly than 
hoped, but it bad been more 
than offset by a 4.3 per cent 
drop in exports in fee 
October to December quarter 
of last year. Imports over the 
period rose by nearly three 
per cent. 

. Exports have declined in 
recent months because of the 
recession hitting many of 
Japan’s major markets in the 
west- February figures on 
trade passing through cus- 
toms also issued today 
showed feat exports con- 
tinued to fall. 

But imports also fell, and 
this helped turn a January 
trade deficit of close to

Spring boost for homebuyers 


Homebuyers will benefit 
substantially from the record 

1.5 per cent cut in the 
Mortgage rate announced 
yesterday by the building 
.societies. Home loans come 
down from a high of 15 per 
cent to 13.5 per cent with 
immediate effect for new 
borrowers and from April 1 
for those already buying 
their home. 

The cost of a £20,000 25- 
vear loan comes down from 
i258 a month to £235 before 
tax relief— a net cost of 
£167.50 for a new borrower. 

The banks wasted no time 
in matching the building 
societies 1 • mortgage rates. 
National Westminster im- 
mediately cut its rate by 1 
per cent to 13.5 per cent. 
NatWest customers start 
paying the new rate on 
March 16. Barclays was next 
to move reducing its rate to 
13.75 per cent but the actual 
monthly repayments are 
lower than those quoted by 
NatWest. 

Cheapest place to borrow 
for loans under £20,000 is the 
TSB which brought its mort- 
gage rate down to 12.5 per 
cent for loans under £20,000, 

13.5 per cent above. TSB also 
throws in free life assurance. 

Midland and Lloyds have 
not moved but an announce- 
ment is expected early next 
week as they will not be able 
to afford to stay out of line. 

The cut in home loan rates 
is not however expected to 
produce a sudden upsurge in 
house prices. “We would 
expect to see house prices 
rising a little towards the end 
of this year,” said Alan 
fii mmin g, chairman of the 
Building Societies Associ- 
ation, but he pointed out that 
house prices are linked to 


incomes and families* real 
incomes are expected to. fall 
this year "so we won’t see a 
sharp increase in house 
prices". 

And the good news for'- 

homebuyers was matched by 
a generous offer for savers.' 
Tbe societies have cut the 
recommended investment 
rate by only 1 per cent from 
9.75 per cent to 8.75 per cent, 
equivalent to 12.5 per cent, 
before tax to a basic rate 
taxpayer. 

With a 1.5 per cent re- 
duction in the mortgage rate 
cut, a cut of more than 1 per 
cent was on tbe cards. 


Most bolding society inves- 
tors are receiving 1 per cent 
more than die recommended 
rates on “extra interest" 
-accounts. At 9.75 per cent, 
net of basic rate tax, even 
basic rate taxpayers can 
expect a real return — caking 
into account inflation — on 
their investment. The Chan- 
cellor has said he expects 
inflation to i^in about 9 per 
cent during tbe coming 12 
months so investors are 0.75 
per cent iii pocket.

Go for gilts — - they are as 
good as granny bonds 


For investors the most 
innovative change in the 
Chancellor’s Budget was tbe 
opening up of index-linked 
oils to individuals. An issue 
has been announced with 
application forms already 
published in daily news- 
papers, and i n ve s t o rs should 
not be put off by the forms’ 
complicated appearance. 

If you “tender” for the 
new index-linked alts at the 
nominal price of £100' for 
£100 of stock, they are as 
a t tr a c tiv e as granny bonds. 
At anything cheaper — £99 or 
£98 per £100 — they are a 
bargain and provided you can 
afford to have your money 
locked up for a possible six 
years, they are an attractive 
proposition for taxpayers. 

Unlike granny bonds 
which can be sold back to the 
Government after 12 months 
for the full - index-linked 
value, investors in tbe new 
index-linked gilt must sell 
their stock in the market if 
they want to cash-in before 
the redemption date. The 
unknown quantity is how the 
gilt market will react in 
pricing these . " stocks so 
investors should be prepared 
to hold them the fuQ six 
years. 

For this reason, investors 
'requiring income should be 
wary of purchasing. Both 
capital and income from 
these gilts is indx linked, but 
the initi al return is low — - 
only 2 per cent. Like conven- 
tional gilts they are free of 
capital gains tax if held for 
more then a year. 

Tendering for the stock — 
application forms have to be 
at the Bank of England’s new 
issue department by 10am on 
Friday — is not difficult once 
you know how. Stockbrokers 
Laurie Millbank have worked 
out for us a range of prices 
to “tender” depending on 
how great a _ premium over 
l-the rate of - inflation you 
tfriwk is reasonable. The 
Chancellor believes inflation 


Boost to 
limit on 
payment 
for child 

The limit on small mainten- 
ance payments made to 
children is to be increased in 
the' - summer as. part of the 
Chancellor’s Budget changes. 

Maintenance payments 
made under a Court Order 
(usually after a divorce) must 
be paid without deduction of 
tax if they come into the 
category or “small mainten- 
ance payments”. As from the 
date of passing the 1982 
Finance Act — some time in 
the summer — the limit on 
small maintenance payments 
made to a child will increase 
from £18 a week to £33 a 
week (or £143 a month). 

Such payments are not tax 
free and the payer (usually 
an ex-husband) is not allowed 
to deduct tax before paying. 
The child will pay tax on 
these payments in the normal 
way if income exceeds the 

r ersonal tax allowance. 
1,565 for 1982/83. 


However, the Budget pro- 
posals constitute a change. 
Where money is paid to an 
ex-wife for the benefit of a 
child, instead of to the child 
direct, the limit on small 
maintenance payments will 
remain at £18 a week of £78 a 
month. The £33 a week of 
£143 a month limit on small 
maintenance payments made 
to a divorced or separated 
spouse remains unchanged. 

Sorting ont finances after 
a divorce is a minefield. 

Where there are young 
children it pays to have some 
of the maintenance paid 
direct to the child to be 
treated as the child’s income. 
The first £1,565 (1982-83) will 
be tax free in the hands of 
the child who is eligible for 
personal tax all own aces in 
the normal way. A divorced 
wife is entitled to a personal 
tax ailownace, plus the “add- 
itional personal allowance” 
for single parents brin g in g 
the limit of her tax free 
income up to that of a 
married man (£2,445 1982-83). 
But above this figure income, 
which includes maintenance 

payments, will be taxed in the 
usual way.

Little change in laws 


. The conclusions of the Inter- 
national Board (IB), wbose 
annual meeting closed yesterday 
in London, are notable mainly for 
the fact tbat the; produced no 
conclusions at all on topics which 
have aroused so much interest 
this season. In view of the time 
delay between proposals being 
admitted and action taken, this is 
not entirely surprising but it was 
disappointing to hear that tbe 
laws rewrite sub-committee no 
longer exists, David Rands writes. 

As my colleague Gerald Davies 
pointed out earlier this week, 
there is a crying need for tbe 
laws to be more clearly defined 
but now tbe IB have reverted to 
their former position, in which 
member countries present their 
individual proposals. It was em- 
phasized yesterday by Roger 
Vandcrfield (Australia 1, the IB's 
laws spokesman, tbat the rewrite 
committee's work bad produced 
many submissions. 

Dr Vanderfield suggested that 
the main item for tbe IB’s con- 
sideration next year would be 
offences covered by free kicks 
and penalties. But there has 
obviously been disagreement 
among members over the rewrite 
committee's overall recommenda- 
tions and the suggestion by Wales 
that the- penalty goal should be 
reduced in value to two points. 

The main changes to the laws 


Involve an increase in the num- 
ber of players, wbo will con- 
stitute a set scrum and tbe 
deletion of the furthest player 
concept at tbe lineont. There 
must be a minimum of five 
players (as opposed to three) 
from each tide to make up a 
scrum and line outs win be con- 
fined between the five and 15- 
metre marks. 

In -the First instance the IB felt 
three-man scrums could be dan- 
gerous and regard the move as a 
safety measure ; in the second it 
was felt the furthest player con- 
cept currently propounded in law 
23 served no useful purpose and 
encouraged players to contrive a 
penalty. The new tackle law in- 
sotuted this season bas not, it was 
felt, been given sufficient time 
to prove its worth. 

When the British Lions visit 
New Zealand next year all four 
internationals will .be refereed by 
neutrals, two by a Frenchman and 
two by an Australian. The prin- 
ciple of neutral officials, which 
has been Catherine momentum in 
the southern hemisphere, will be- 
come more apparent in Britain, 
too. since next season an official 
from New Zealand will take 
charge of two matches in the 
International * ' championship ; 
France and Wales are the coun- 
tries who wfll “ lose 11 a game 
each.

How the crow people survive 
without sweat glands

These smooth - skinned 
Mexicans, nicknamed locally 
the crow people because 
they like dousing themselves 
with water, are a genetic 
oddity, having been bora 
without sweat glands in 
their skin. 

Without the natural cool- 
ing system sweat glands 
provide, frequent immersion 
in water is necessary and 
the crow people are often 
seen swimming or pouring 
buckets of water over them- 
selves. 

A colony of eight crow 
people, including the child- 
ren, live in southern Mexico, 
around rhe towns of Palen- 
que and Plavas de Catazaja.

Why the Rotterdam four 
may mar Mason’s maths

If thing? go according to 
plan, just about the time this 
newspaper -drops through 
your letter box this morning 
four delegates to Barnsley 
constituency Labour Party 
w31 have started a 60-mile 
dash from Hull to Barnsley 
to -vote at the reselection 
conference of Mr Roy Mfeuscn, 
the Labour. MP who, coin- 
cidentally, today begins his 
thirtieth year as Barnsley’s 
! represen tHore - ai Westmin- 
ster, He is being challenged 
; by Mr Jack Brown, a local 
educationist and weU known 
i left-wing activist. 

The delegates, part of a 
coach parry of 40 from the 
South . Yorkshire European 
constituency, have spent the 

past week at Strasbourg 
observing the wnridngs of 
the European Farlienient. 
The reselecrion conference 
has been timed for 10am 
today- and . the delegates’ 
ferry, the MV Nnrstar from 
Rotterdam to Hull, was rro<t 
due to dock until Sam. Tf 
delegates are not in their 
places at the st a rt of the re- 
selection conference they are 
not permitted to vote or even 
to attend the meeting. The 
Rotterdam four will have 
their work cut out. 

When they made attempts 
to have the timing of the 
meeting moved to a more 
comfortable hour tbev were 
hotly opposed hy the left 
wing of the constituency 
naify. the most notable mem- 
ber of -which was Mr Arthur 
Scare; Tl. president of the 
Yorkshire miners and presi- 
dent-elect of the National 
Union of Mine workers. The 
timing stood. , 

Most observers beTieve that 
Mr Mason will have a rela- 
tively- easy ride. Mr Mason’s 
hope, however, is that not too 
many people take tbar view 
because it could lead to too 
few of his sunporters attend- 
ing the conference. 

Mr Mason’s position is Far 
from clear. He is an NTJM- 
snonsored MP and has been 
all his political life. In the 
past two years Barnsley con-* 
stituenev Labour Party has 
been taken, over, by left-wing 
miners* delegates who occupy ' 
all posts except that of vice- 
chairman. held by Mr Brown. 


It ■ is no secret that Mr 
Mason is too moderate for Mr 
Scargill and his Yorkshire 
NUM area council colleagues 
and that has come to the sur- 
face from time to time when 
Mr Mason has- refused to he 
instructed how he must vote. 

It was therefore against the 
run of play when Mr Scargill 
announced last May that 
Yorkshire NUM-sponsored 
MPs would not be opposed 
by union nominees in this 
series of res election, con- 
ferences. The reason given 
■was that the whole process 
would have to be undertaken 
again on the redrawing 
of constituency boundaries, 
which is expected in 1983, in 
time for the next general 
election. • 

On the. face of it, there- 
fore, Mr Mason should be 
reasonably confident. He has 
obtained 45 nominations in- 
cluding eight branches- of 
the NUM, nine branches of 
the Transport and General 
Workers' Union to which his 
opponent, Mr Brown belongs,, 
and smaller numbers of 13 
other trade unions, as well as 
a majority of ward parties. 
Mr Brown has secured four 
nominations, one each from 
his ovra branch of the 
TGWU and his ward party 
and two — the ward party 
and women’s section — Irani 
Wordsbrough, where, coinci- 
dentally, Mr and Mrs Scargill 
live. 

Even so, Mr Mason is still 
not at ease. Of the forty-five 
branch nominations, four or 
five are ineligible to vote 
because their delegates have 
not artended a meeting of 
the constituency party, in the 
past twelve months. Many 


miners’ branches will simply 
not send delegates, consider- 
ing Mr Mason’s success a 
fait accompli. 

Another imponderable is 
that although Mr ScargiU and 
his area council colleagues 
have taken a decision not to 
opoose Mr Mason and his 
fellow sponsored MPs with 
ocber NUM nominees , when 
the cards are down the area 
council has no say in how 
NUM branch delegates vote. 
It is a free vote and a secret 
one.
